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Contemporary Professionalism 


CHANGES IN PRESENT-DAY CONCEPTS of the place of the 
professions in life are undoubtedly taking place, and not 
least in the field of architecture where professionalism, 
while not in any way relaxing the claims it makes on the 
individual’s standards, has an additional characteristic in 
the need for professional men to organise for collective 
action on behalf of the community. The RIBA’s choice 
of an architect-speaker to outline current changes has 
fallen on Mr. W. A. Allen, whose address (given on Tues- 
day night and summarised on page 503) deservedly 
provoked a thoughtful discussion. 
In brief, Mr. Allen made three points: 

Science, industry and the professions should see 
themselves as interdependent activities, and work more 
obviously in that sense; 

Architects should gear themselves to a new level 
of responsibility, measured against the realisation of 
the large volume of the country’s resources which they 
now handle; 

The responsibility of leadership that devolves on 
architects calls for initiative by architects in seeing that 
the building professions as a group function in a 
mutually satisfactory way. 

To enable this state of affairs to come to be, the archi- 
tectural profession (thinks Mr. Allen) must recognise that 
its responsibilities call for the highest quality entrants, 





who must be given a training of quite exceptional calibre; 
the Institute must have arrangements for a high-grade 
type of discussion and information service; and an efficient, 
liberal and powerful Institute mechanism must be main- 
tained. Mr. Allen does right, in our view, to place his 
priorities in the order he does. Selection and education 
of students are undoubtedly the key to the principal door 
to improving the architect’s contribution in the public's 
service, and if this brings in its train an alteration in the 
structure of the profession in the form of two main groups 
—the architecturally-qualified and the assistant—then, 
provided that the latter be accorded a status of value 
and that further, as many think, provision be made for 
those of them with the necessary academic qualifications 
and design potentiality to become architecturally-qualified, 
we may be wise to accept and control the situation. As 
Mr. Allen truly says: ‘ The ranks of architectural assistants 
appear to include many who are striving for an archi- 
tectural qualification because it is the only status of value 
within their reach, even though not well suited to their 
abilities.’ A new form of training and status for such 
men would clearly be required, which should not of itself 
prove difficult. 

Mr. Allen also let some light fall on other subjects 
allied with professionalism, among them the question of 
allowing architects to take directorships in the building 
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industry, and the relationship of architects with the makers 
of building products. The first Mr. Allen believes to be 
‘no real issue at all; we ought to dispose of it at once’; 
as to the second, the whole profession should, as indivi- 
duals, set out to define to industry architectural require- 
ments in respect of design and price, and bring producers 
into the general picture of architecture to sense a common 
purpose. We do not think many will be found to disagree 
with him on either count. 
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comment on the building professions: ‘ some single group 
must see to the smooth collaboration of the whole array 
of interests, professional and industrial, and the main 
duty is clearly the architect’s.’ Later Mr. Allen adds: ‘A 
profession derives its authority for comment and action 
only from its specialised training and discussion; the 
converse is ... . that a profession should not attempt 
to speak or act in fields for which its training has not 
prepared it.’ Architectural educationists as well as the

THE TROUBLE ABOUT A GOOD IDEA is that it 
is so easy to do it to death. Thus the 
RIBA Council’s plan to issue its litera- 
ture in the A4 international paper size 
was good in so far as it relates to the 
‘Journal,’ reports, brochures, etc. But 
to make the Kalendar (one of the most- 
used books of reference in any archi- 
tect’s office) to conform to this edict will 
not earn the Council many marks from 
those who believe that a reference book 
should be (a) handy in size and (b) bound 
in card covers. The new Kalendar, 
which is reaching various classes of mem- 
bership by easy stages, fulfils neither of 
these desiderata. Just on 12 in. high it 
does not fit comfortably the normal book- 
case, nor are its limp covers designed for 
wear and tear. And the fate of those 
books which can only lie down is to be 
buried. 

These comments apart, the Kalendar is 
well laid out, though we should prefer to 
find the index inside the front cover 
rather than following prefatory advertise- 
ments. All membership is now given 
alphabetically, preceded by indication of 
grade and year of election. A numerical 
summary shows a total of 25,147 made up 
of hon. Members: 208; Fellows: 2,107; 
Associates: 14,583; Licentiates: 2,101: 
Students: 5,460; retired Members: 684; 
and subscribers: 4.

The RIBA Kalendar ; Record Construction ; Landscape Architecture ; 
Colour Trends ; Modern Stained Glass 


The Kalendar, it is understood, is to be 
re-issued annually, but only to those 
members who specifically ask for it. 
Attention to the question of having a 
stiffer cover is being given. 


Record Construction 


A RECORD in the value of constructional 
work carried out in the last quarter of 
last year is seen in current figures issued 
by the Ministry of Works. At £509m. it 
compares with £465m. in the October- 
December quarter of 1958, and gives a 
provisional total for 1959 of £1,976m. 
which compares with £1,820m. in 1958. 
Allowing for changes in the method of 
classification and in prices, it is estimated 
that the 1959 output was about 6 per cent 
higher than in 1958. This increase has 
only once been exceeded since the end of 
the war—in 1952-53 when 7 per cent 
was achieved. 

It is good to note that employment in 
the building industry is high, 20,000 more 
being in work in January as compared 
with January, 1959. Prices of building 
materials remained _ relatively stable 
during the last quarter of 1959 and the 
cost of new construction was unchanged 
compared with the third quarter. These 
figures give cause for some satisfaction, 
as does the news that the index of the

Landscape Architecture

Awkward questions of whose fees were 
to be forthcoming from whom were made 
secondary to the assurance expressed that 
architects, as~ always, would willingly 
abrogate a position they have so far held 
faute de mieux to specialists, provided 
these are trained analogously and speak 
the same language. On the whole a 
rewarding evening, even if it scratched a 
wide terrain rather shallowly. 


Colour Trends 


ONE IS LESS SURE of the relevance to 
architects or any other designers of the 
exhibition at the British Colour Council 
(until March 18) showing ‘ colour trends 
in interior decorations for 1960-61.’ 
Though the BCC might reply that it is 
not primarily for them, I think this a pity 
and, as with all the Council’s work, 
could wish its targets were clearer, as is 
suggested by the following batch of * ifs.’ 
For instance, if its research work is for 
members only, and its exhibitions for 
laymen who want or need to be told that 
‘the trend is now for softer colours,’ let 
the BCC say so—as perhaps it does while 
one isn't listening. 

If the creaky old trend-cycle thus really 
revolves in reverse, surely the people to 
tell are the shop-keepers, who can tell the 
manufacturers, who can then tell the 
designers. If on the other hand the 
limited object is achieved, the method 
adopted at Portman-square at least en- 
sures that such important questions as 
tone, texture and juxtaposition are 
demonstrated. But the vital one— for 
exactly what things, in what circum- 
stances and surroundings and, above all, 
in what light? ’"—remain unanswered. 


Direct Labour, Manchester 


DIRECT LABOUR WORKS, with their political 
implications, have always been a source 
of lively contention in areas where muni- 
cipal authorities operate such depart- 
ments. This is no place to assess the 
advantages or otherwise of the system, 
though it may be said that under certain 
circumstances direct labour departments 
have a useful function to fulfil. Attempts 
to make just assessment are too often 
bedevilled by political action, and this 
may well have played too large a part in 
the current fuss at Manchester, which has 
led to the Corporation’s requesting the 
Town Hall Works Manager’s resignation 
and to an irresponsible proposal by a 
junior councillor that the City Architect's 
scalp be required, too. This latter motion 
was crushingly defeated, as it deserved 
to be. Those who know Mr. Leonard 
Howitt best will hardly be surprised to 
learn that, during the debate in council, 
the Corporation made clear that his per- 
sonal integrity was not in any way in 
question; a similar statement was made 
in respect of Mr. Marsh, the Works 
Manager.

Modern Stained Glass 

THE VAST LEGACY of poor or indifferent 
stained glass inherited from the nine- 
teenth century has given rise to the belief 
that the making of stained glass windows 
is a lost art. That this is not so is made 
clear in an excellent pamphlet entitled 
‘How to Choose Stained Glass,’ by the 
Dean of York (the Very Rev. Eric 
Milner-White, CBE, DSO, DD), reprinted 
from the 13th report of the Council for 
the Care of Churches and published by 
the Church Information Office (Church 
House, Dean’s-yard, Westminster, SWI, 
price ls. 5d. by post). The Dean explains 
clearly the principles of good stained glass 
making, emphasising that it is a two- 
dimensional ‘ mosaic’ art and suggesting 
suitable subjects for interpretation.

‘New Sights of London’ 


UNDER THIS TITLE the London County 
Council has published a most excellent 
account of its work in the architectural 
and planning fields. Written by Richard 
Bennett, with photographs mainly by 
Michael Peto and maps by Colin Banks, 
this is a publication which any Londoner 
wculd be proud to find in a foreign visi- 
tor’s hand; its Introduction, ‘ Plan for 
Living,’ is in itself fully worth the modest 
half-crown which the publication costs, 
for it contains a summary of the County 
of London Plan’s intentions and of the 
steps which have been taken to carry it 
out which is quite first-rate. ‘ The great 
public interest which was stimulated by 
the original County of London Plan 
seems, strangely, to have evaporated now 
that its proposals are moving from the 
drawing-board to the world we live in.’

Staff dining room and games room over 


THESE NEW FACILITIES for dining and recreation 
were opened recently at the Mobil Oil Company 
works at Birkenhead, for their 450 personnel. The 

“Ws facilities include a works dining hall, two staff 
sae | te dining rooms, kitchen, games room and lounge. At 
the same time, extensions were made to the existing 

locker rooms and the medical block. 


The idea underlying the general design was to 
integrate completely the kitchen and other parts 
of the building with the dining rooms. The main 
hall of the kitchen is placed in the centre of the 
building, with dining rooms and service areas 
grouped around and above. In section, the kitchen 
is interlocked with the first floor by stepping up 
the ceiling over the kitchen for clerestory lighting. 
The smaller rooms on the first floor are at the 
higher level with a smaller floor to ceiling height. 
Thus there are no appendages—the only apartment 
to stand out as a separate entity is a large one, the 
main dining hall. All the rest, including the service 
yard, are enclosed within the main outlines.

The two principal elevations face almost due 
north and south, the north facade being the en- 
trance side facing the Company’s works. These 
conditions suggested that the north wall should 
be solid and the south wall almost completely 
glazed. The orientation also meant that the main 
dining hall had to be on the opposite side to the 
approach from the works. This led to the experi- 
ment of placing the main servery in a corridor so 
that employees collect their meals on the way 
through to the dining room. 


Both dining halls have large areas of glazing. In 
the larger room anti-glare panels are incorporated 
in the south wall and interlock with the columns 
and beams which penetrate the glazing. Whilst the 
main dining hall is a static composition, the staff 
dining room is much richer in form. Two stair- 
cases provide movement, and this is echoed in the 
plan by splayed walls. This room has large glass 
windows on two sides, but is given some measure 
of glare protection by the overhanging first floor.

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Corridor-servery into the main dining hall 
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Final sun control in both rooms is by 
Venetian blinds. Artificial lighting in 
the staff dining room is completely 
recessed in the acoustic ceiling. 

The first floor is reached by two 
staircases, one of which serves for 
evening use of the building. 

At first floor level is the games room 
(billiards, table tennis, darts) and at a 
raised level there is a lounge with a 
bar, which also acts as a servery to 
a small private dining room for 12 
people. One wall of this dining room 
is entirely glazed with opal glass, pro- 
ducing a milky white effect in a frame 
with proportions reminiscent of a 
Japanese paper screen. The end wall 
is veneered in Macassar ebony and the 
rear wall has a large scale wallpaper. 

The structure of the building is prin- 
cipally of in situ reinforced concrete 
with an interesting first floor canti- 
lever achieved in a small structural 
depth. The building is founded on 
piles. Internally, where possible, 
colour is obtained from materials. 
Joinery throughout is of Ghana 
mahogany, with doors veneered in 
Zebrano. Considerable use is made 
of tiles, white and dark blue. Floors 
in the user areas are woodblock with 
plain red clay tile in the service areas. 
Woodblocks are of West African 
mahogany and African Muhuhu. 
Ceilings are acoustic perforated fibre 
tiles in the dining rooms. 

The kitchen is ventilated by a 36- 
inch extract fan centrally situated and 
capable of extracting 3,000 cubic feet 
of air per minute. This is replaced by 
blowing into the main dining hall 
warmed filtered fresh air which flows 
through to the kitchen, thus preventing 
cooking smells from moving into the 

dining areas. Additional heat is 
Staff dining room. Top, the games room obtained from low pressure hot water 
radiators, and the staff dining room is 
heated by underfloor hot water coils. 
All the large rooms and spaces, in- 
cluding the servery corridor, are 
equipped with speakers connected to 
a built-in control unit housed in the 
rear wall of the main dining hall with 
facilities for announcements, music on 
upeudh Snes een records or radio programmes.

Cathedral Building 


sir,—-The death of Sir Giles Scott with 
his greatest work, Liverpool Anglican 
Cathedral, still unfinished 57 years after 
the winning of the competition, suggests 
some reflections on the great disparity in 
the time taken to erect buildings of this 
order. Many of the medieval cathedrals, 
of course, were several centuries in build- 
ing and exhibit interesting changes and 
contrasts of style, Salisbury being excep- 
tional inasmuch as it is almost entirely 
Early English and was built in the com- 
paratively short time of 38 years (1220- 
58). By way of contrast St. Peter's, 
Rome, was 120 years (1506-1626) in build- 
ing, under thirteen successive architects 
and twenty popes. Wren may be 
accounted extremely fortunate in the case 
of St. Paul’s in view of the troublous 
times in which he lived, in seeing his 
great work virtually completed in 35 years 
(1675-1710), and in living for several 
years longer to enjoy a visit to it annually. 

In our own time, which has been re- 
markable for cathedral building, experi- 
ence has been strangely at variance in 
different cases. Scott’s Anglican Cathe- 
dral at Liverpool does not appear likely 
to be completed for another fifteen years, 
which will make 72 years from start to 
finish. In the case of Lutyens’s Roman 
Catholic Cathedral in the same city, 
started in 1929, only the crypt has been 
completed, and unhappily the ground 
superstructure will never be built. At 
the present moment architects are busy 
on competitive designs for a new super- 
structure which have to be in by August 
this year. 

But for the war years, Sir Edward 
Maufe’s design for Guildford Cathedral, 
accepted in 1936, would probably have 


been completed by now. Good progress 
has been made recently, the nave, the 
final section apart from the tower, being 
well on towards completion, and the 
building is expected to be opened for 
worship this year. It would seem, how- 
ever, that a record for rapid building is 
likely to be set up at Coventry, where 
great progress is being made with Mr. 
Basil Spence’s design, started as recently 
as 1951. According to reports it will be 
ready for consecration this year. 

Other cathedral schemes now in hand 
(all involving extensions to existing 
ancient churches) include Sheffield (Mr. 
George Pace, architect), Bury St. Ed- 
munds (Mr. S. E. Dykes-Bower, archi- 
tect), and Portsmouth (for which the 
architects were Messrs. Nicholson and 
Corlette). 

In this apparently irreligious age it is 
remarkable that so many of these great 
buildings should be in course of erection. 
As a result of private and public gener- 
osity they can be expected to be com- 
pleted much more quickly than they 
would have been in the past, some of 
them even within the lifetime of their 
architects.

The Standard Form of Contract 


siR,— Readers will have been interested 
to note from your recent publication of 
the NFBTE annual report for 1959 that 
the new draft standard form of contract 
for building works has been generally 
agreed by all parties except for the dif- 
ference of opinion over the retention of 
the penultimate paragraph of Clause 1 of 
the current edition. 

I don’t know what proposals may be 
still under discussion in this connection 
but I do know that considerable difficulty 
has been experienced because it has not 
been understood whether the paragraph 
in question is limited to the scope of 
items (a) to (f) of the first paragraph of 
the same clause. Many people agree that, 
to say the least, it is not very happily 
phrased. 

The question of extra payment, if any, 
should be more properly the subject of 
Clause 9 the provisions of which, par- 
ticularly sub-clause (b), are already wide 
enough to allay the fears expressed in the 
NFBTE report. At the same time, ex- 
perience reveals that contractors have 
not generally received the full benefit of 
sub-clause 9%(b) because of apparent 
reluctance by surveyors to use the quasi- 
arbitrary power it confers upon them. 
If this is the real problem, as I think it 
may be, the solution lies in a change of 
attitude by surveyors, and this would be 
reinforced by the deletion of the pen- 
ultimate paragraph of Clause 1 in order 
to eliminate possible misunderstanding. 

May I also suggest, in passing, that the 
new edition of the document under 
review become known as ‘The J.C.T. 
Form’? This is not to depreciate the 
















































































































efforts of the pioneers whose work over 
the past fifty years or so has given to the 
industry a valuable heritage of experience 
in the rationalisation of contract matters; 
it is in recognition of the wider represent- 
ation in the membership of the Joint 
Contracts Tribunal and in the hope that 
a more general use of the standard form 
of building contract will be evident in 
the future.

‘Quick Fire and the Architect’ 


sir,—I write in reference to the article 
‘Quick Fire and the Architect’ contri- 
buted by a special correspondent in ‘ The 
Builder’ of February 12. 

While it is obvious the writer is know- 
ledgeable on the subject, his advice to 
architects to seek information and guid- 
ance as to the fire protection of buildings 
from the Fire Service is, to say the least, 
misleading. As your correspondent un- 
doubtedly knows, every local authority 
employs officers whose duty it is to advise 
the authority as to whether or not plans 
submitted to them for new buildings and 
structural alterations or extensions of 
existing buildings would comply with 
their building by-laws. These by-laws, of 
course, include by-laws concerned with 
the fire resistance of structural elements 
of buildings. They deal with the fire 
resistance and non-combustibility of 
materials to be used for external walls of 
buildings, staircase and lift enclosures 
and doors, fire division walls and parti- 
tions within buildings, and the fire pro- 
tection of beams, columns and floors, the 
isolation of buildings from each other 
and from the boundaries of the premises 
on which a building is to be erected and 
indeed, every aspect of the construction 
of the building with relation to fire 
resistance. 

It is logical and should be obvious 
therefore that the best advice will be 
obtained from those whose duty it is to 
apply and enforce the statutory law 
relating to these matters. In saying this 
I am not detracting in any way from the 
important part the Fire Service has to 
play. Its exclusive advice should be 
sought on matters relating to fire preven- 
tion, i.e., the means of access to build- 
ings for fire fighting, the provision of 
hard standing for their larger appliances, 
the type, number and disposition of fire 
extinguishers in a building; water supply, 
rising mains, sprinkler systems, hose 
reels, fire alarms and many other 
matters of a similar nature. 

Your correspondent also seems to be 
singularly ill-informed as to the general 
situation regarding by-law control exist- 
ing at present throughout the country. 
Very briefly all local authorities other 
than the London County Council have 
building by-laws which, with very minor 
modifications to take into account any 
special local conditions, are reproductions 
of the Ministry of Housing and Local 
Government's model by-laws. It is the 
policy of the Minister that the law 
should be standardised throughout the 
country as much as possible. For this 
reason the Minister would refuse to con- 
firm a local authority’s by-laws unless 





they were essentially and substantially 
the same as the model by-laws published 
by his Department. Should this occur, 
such an authority would then be without 
by-laws until and unless the Minister 
exercised his right to make by-laws for 
that authority, which by-laws would un- 
doubtedly be as the model by-laws. 
Further, no local authority may relax 
their building by-laws unless they have 
first applied to the Minister and obtained 
his consent to do so in any special case.

Permanent Employment of Operatives 
sir,—Oh how right is Mr. G. Elliott in his 
letter (‘ The Builder’ of February 26). It 
is of course impossible to have permanent 


employment of operatives within the 
industry without distinguishing between 
the small local contractors and those that 
operate on a country-wide basis. 

There is no reason why local labour 
with a local firm could not be engaged on 
a semi-permanent basis. It might be 
partially resented by the young bloods 
who maintain their right to go as and 
when they please and would no doubt 
give rise to persistent bleating from con- 
tractors who seem to have little know- 
ledge whether they will be non-produc- 
tive three weeks hence; both would be 
superseded in time. 

The larger firm, however, employing 
their men solely for the duration of their 
contract, could not be made subject to 
the same conditions but they would be 
greatly improved by the institution of 
some form of notice, e.g., two weeks. 
This would obviate the unnecessary 
sacking of labour due to a change in 
programming and other unforeseen’ cir- 
cumstances. Likewise labour would not 
be so fluid between large contracts within 
the same district because of possible 
differentials in incentive payments 
offered. The usual conditions could be 
imposed such as forfeiture of pay or pay 
in lieu of notice. This notice would have 
no effect at the termination of the con- 
tract when both employer and operative 


alike would be well aware of the impend- 
ing conclusion. 

What sort of deal is it that is being 
offered by the employers in their appren- 
ticeship scheme when the greatest con- 
siderations should be promotion and 
stability, considerations which, of course, 
go hand in hand!

Establishing Provincial Building Centres 
sir,—Considerable progress has been 
made with the scheme, supported by my 
council, for setting up a Building Centre 
in Manchester, and it is now expected 
that it will be opening in May next. More 
recently proposals have been adumbrated 
for setting up similar centres in other 
provincial towns Such developments 
must obviously have a direct bearing on 
the whole future of the Building Centre 
movement and on the interests of 
exhibitors and my council feels that you 
will welcome a statement of its policy 
in dealing with applications for their 
support. 

Building Centres as at present con- 
stituted, receive no Government support, 
but are entirely dependent for their in- 
come on the rents paid by exhibitors. If, 
therefore, additional centres are to serve 
their purpose they must be assured of 
adequate backing from exhibitors which 
in turn depends on their value to the 
building industry, including architects, 
surveyors and manufacturers, and not 
only as displaying the products of the 
industry in the fullest possible range, but 
also as providing technical information 
and advice. 

My council is satisfied that there is 
now a good prospect of these objectives 
being reached at the proposed Man- 
chester centre and it has every hope 
of a satisfactory outcome of discussions 
now proceeding in regard to a similar 
centre at Birmingham. Both centres will 
remain entirely independent financially 
with a constitution similar to that of the 
centre in London with which they will be 
affiliated and maintain a close associa- 
tion. My council is confident that these 
two new centres will facilitate the con- 
tinuance of that high tradition of service 
which the centre in London has built up 
over the past 27 years, and it does not, 
for the present, contemplate supporting 
similar new activities elsewhere.

The Profession in Contemporary Society 


Mr. W. A. Allen's Paper to the RIBA 


A PERSONAL BELIEF that architects as a 
profession, professions generally, and pro- 
fessions, science and industry together 
have entered a new period in the develop- 
ment of the scientific age ‘in which the 
chief characteristic will be organisation 
for collective action on behalf of the com- 
munity’ was the conclusion reached by 
MR. W. A. ALLEN, BARCH (Manitoba), ARIBA, 
in an address delivered to the Royal In- 
stitute of British Architects at 66 Port- 
land-place, Wl, on March 8. Mr. Basil 
Spence, ARA, President, was in the chair. 

Mr. Allen began by tracing the rela- 
tionship of science, industry and the pro- 
fessions in which, he said, there was con- 
siderable animosity. This was damaging 
to society and must be replaced by 
mutual respect; this could best come by 
all three elements giving conscious recog- 
nition to the interdependence of their 
functions to enable this fundamental 
three-part mechanism of society to work 
at a high level of efficiency. One difficulty 
was that while the distinctions between

pure and applied sciences had all but 
disappeared, the fragmentation of 
engineering activity had gone too far. 
‘Were we sensible,’ Mr. Allen asked, *‘ to 
let circumstances arise which made a 
separate body for town-planning neces- 
sary? I doubt it. We see now some ten- 
dency to amalgamate among professional 
organisations, and I think it should be 
encouraged. Perhaps it will be part of 
the next stage of development, but if so, 
it is important that everyone should have 
a clear and unprejudiced picture of what 
society needs, and shape accordingly.’ 


The Nature of Professions 


In discussing the nature of professions, 
the speaker said that while the essence 
of professionalism was the offering of a 
specialised and impartial intellectual ser- 
vice to the community, based on know- 
ledge and experience, some implications 
were less clearly seen. A _ professional 
individual, for instance, was responsible 
personally for giving good advice to his 
clients, but his profession as a whole had 
a parallel responsibility to give good 
advice to the community on affairs within 
its sphere of interest and competence; a 
matter, in fact, must not only be within 
a profession’s own sphere but the profes- 
sion must be competent to have an 
opinion about it, which meant that it 
must have covered it in its training. ‘ The 
fact is,’ said the lecturer, ‘that profes- 
sions are great and esteemed in accord- 
ance with the sense of responsibility they 
possess not only as individuals but also 
collectively.’ 

The architect’s greatest difficulties 
sprang from the fact that he had to be at 
once artist, planner, technologist and 
man of business at a time when the art 
of architecture must still be experimental, 
planning had to meet fresh problems 
daily, technology seemed to expand like 
the universe, and new standards of 
management were demanded everywhere. 
It was occasionally said that architects 
tried to encompass too much, but to con- 
cede that would be to accept that the 
practice of architecture itself had become 
impracticable. ‘We cannot do that,’ said 


Mr. Allen, ‘but we must recognise that 
our responsibilities call for the highest 
quality entrants, that they must be given 
a training of quite exceptional calibre, 
that we must have arrangements for a 
high-grade type of discussion and infor- 
mation service, and that we must main- 
tain an efficient, liberal and powerful 
Institute mechanism.’ 


Problems of Education 


In regard to architectural education, 
the toughest problem faced lay in 
handling science and technology, said Mr. 
Allen. Not only was this the ground- 
work both of the architect’s art and 
general competence but it was the vital 
training ground for the mind, the place to 
develop its capacity to think logically and 
incisively, to read widely and to under- 
stand. to innovate and to deal with inno- 
vation. Those were essential qualities for 
leaders to possess, and leadership fell to 
the architect’s lot. There were some 
tenacious obstacles to overcome. For one, 
architects had been unable to free them- 
selves from the handicap of books and 
teaching based on engineering. This was 
not to decry engineering for engineers 
but engineering for architects. What we 
had had, and still often got, were 
watered-down courses intended merely to 
make architects acquainted with subjects 
such as foundations, structures, light. 
heat, ventilation, sound, sanitation 
equipment, etc. It was said that there 
was no time for more, but more, if it 
were given, would at present probably 
lead only to more competence in compu- 
tation, and that was not what architects 
mainly required. ‘What they do require 
is not the mere acquaintance with those 
technologies nor yet a full-blown compu- 
tational familiarity, but the basis for 
sound policy decisions about design, and 
that often involves not engineering alone 
but economic, industrial and human 
parameters,’ said Mr. Allen. On the com- 
putational side, all that seemed necessary 
was a sufficient ability to carry out the 
engineering design necessary for small

Foreign Secretary on the Role of the Professions 


THE INVALUABLE part played by the great 
professions in maintaining the prestige of 
this country amid the stresses and strains 
of the modern world was emphasised by 
MR. SELWYN LLOYD, the Foreign Secretary, 
when he proposed the toast of the Royal 
Institution of Chartered Surveyors at the 
Institution’s annual dinner, held at Gros- 
venor House, W1, on Tuesday night, with 
the President, Mr. John L. Postlethwaite, 
in the chair. 

In a witty and humorous speech, Mr. 
Selwyn Lloyd referred to the fact that 
the Royal Institution had had as their 
principal guests in recent years the 
Ministers of Works, Agriculture and 
Housing—all of whom had some direct 
connections with the surveyor’s profes- 
sion—but where did he come in? The 
truth was that he had been asked because 
he was the Member of Parliament for the 
Wirral Division in which their President 
resided! 

In a brief reference to foreign affairs, 
Mr. Selwyn Lloyd spoke of the great 
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challenge this country faced in the next 
ten years—that of a rising standard of 
living in Russia and the rise of China. 
Our success or failure would lie, he 
believed, in maintaining the human free- 
doms in our own country and in helping 
to raise the standard of living in the 
under-developed countries of the world. 

In meeting this challenge, he believed 
the great professions that we had built 
up, which refused to be bribed and could 
be relied upon to speak their minds freely, 
could exercise an untold influence for 
good. The RICS had some 1,600 members 
overseas, of whom they could be proud, 
and who would be able to play their part 
in the world-wide battle of ideas by repre- 
senting the independent standards of the 
professions. In doing this he had no 
doubt that they would prove a great 
source of strength to this country.

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The Profession in Contemporary Society

jobs on which consultation was imprac- 
ticable. On the larger jobs the approach 
described ought to improve architects’ 
work with consultants. 

‘ One or two courageous but insufficient 
moves have been made,’ continued the 
speaker. ‘The RIBA textbooks commit- 
tee has for 15 years strained at the pro- 
duction of suitable books for these and 
other such needs, and special courses of 
advanced training for teachers have 
recently been organised. One or two of 
the subjects, especially structures, have 
already had imaginative treatment in 
some schools. Nevertheless, something 
radical in type and degree is now needed 
in the way of improvement.’ 


Decisions About Cost 


A second matter needed in architec- 
tural education was a determined and 
sustained effort to formulate ways of 
reaching balanced and factual decisions 
about cost from the earliest stages of a 
design. ‘This is being introduced now 
into schools of architecture, but I would 
like to urge,’ said Mr. Allen, ‘that at 
the same time cost-management should 
be set in the right framework for a pro- 
fession in our position. It must be linked 
to national economic planning and money 
policies, and include the methods of 
financing buildings as well as their true 
costs in use. Our concern must be not 
only for individual buildings but for the 
nation’s building.’ 

That led naturally towards a third 
educational concern, which was the atti- 
tude architects cultivated towards pro- 
fessionalism. Architects, he thought, did 
not have a strong collective sense of pro- 
fessionalism, mainly because they had not 
brought into sharp focus a sense of social 
purpose—they had not identified a speci- 
fic major responsibility to society which 
society itself saw and shared. We all 
knew what we as individuals expected of 
our doctors, and the State knew what it 
expected of the medical profession. 
Architects saw and believed in the value 
of what they did, both for the economy 
of the country and for the human spirit. 
and there was an encouraging awareness 
of it in the community, but not yet a 
feeling of indispensability; it was obvious 
that the country as a whole had not yet 
crossed the border-line from ‘ desira- 
bility’ to ‘ indispensability ’ in their view 
of the architect’s services. 

‘As a profession we have become the 
channel for the largest single sector of 
the community’s fixed capital investment, 
with a general responsibility for an 
expenditure of somewhere between 
£700m. and £800m. annually; realisation 
of what this means in terms of responsi- 
bility to the community will, I hope, give 
us the focus I believe we need for a 
stronger collective sense of profes- 
sionalism, and give a specific scale and 
purpose to our work in the eyes of the 
public,’ declared Mr. Allen. ‘Yet in our 
concern for improvements let us not play 
down matters which we have pioneered 
and developed to strength as studies: 
town planning and the design of environ- 


ment, especially in the sense of its effect 
upon the human spirit; and planning as a 
general skill. These are valuable achieve- 
ments to have consolidated, and the 
latter remains unique in the world of 
education.’ 

The purpose of his paper, Mr. Allen 
continued, like that on * The Case for a 
Learned Society’ read by Mr. E. J. 
Carter in 1938, was to say * This is a 
moment to contemplate our future.’ Since 
the war active interests had developed in 
all sorts of matters affecting architects 
but on a curiously informal pattern. 
Before the war the RIBA meetings tended 
to follow a tradition of learned discus- 
sions whose chief distinction was their 
civilised character and whose chief fault 
was that they passed over some of the 
problems of the day. In recent years dis- 
cussions developed along a functional 
approach, identifying matters that needed 
discussion and designing each time the 
types of meeting that seemed best for the 
purpose. Matters such as design, in the 
sense in which we used that term, or the 
needs of man in a cultural or philosophic 
sense, which to architects seemed neces- 
sary to give purpose and direction to 
technology, did not normally receive 
attention. 


The Right Course 


The RIBA could best seek the right 
course by going back to the purposes 
which publication and mature discussion 
was supposed to serve. If it were 
remembered that a profession was for the 
application of specialised knowledge, then 
perhaps four requirements could be 
identified : 

The consideration of newly-acquired 
knowledge; 

the gathering together of the fruits of 
practical experience; 

the discussion of the social, economic 
and industrial context of the architect's 
work; and 

the study of matters affecting profes- 
sional life and efficiency. 

‘In four words: science, experience, 
purpose and efficiency,’ said Mr. Allen, 
‘all are part and parcel of the professional 
life and considered by these criteria, I 
do not think that the architect’s or any 
other professional society's pattern of 
publication and discussion looks very 
satisfactory. Ours, I think, is now more 
balanced and sensitive than any I know, 
and these are real merits, but it fails 
seriously to gather-in experience or to 
advance learning, and is altogether too 
thin as a whole.’ A point to which archi- 
tects must seriously direct their attention 
was the advancement of learning; a great 
deal of original work was done by the 
profession, but we singularly failed to get 
it recorded. One step to deal with this 
had been taken by the Council’s decision 
to initiate a new kind of information ser- 
vice. ‘ This should help,’ said Mr. Allen, 
‘but it does not dispose of the main 
issue.’ 

A profession required a Headquarters 
mechanism, and this took one or other of 
two forms, the speaker continued. Either 
it combined the professional and learned 


functions, or it separated them. The 
RIBA was of the combined type, with a 
leaning towards professionalism, for it 
had departments dealing with education, 
practice, technical matters, public rela- . 
tions, publications, and professional re- 
search; and there was an unusually good 
library. The best example of the other 
type was in the medical world where 
there were several Royal Colleges as the 
learned societies and the British Medical 
Association as the professional organisa- 
tion. This was probably the most power- 
ful arrangement if one was prepared to 
pay for it, but he thought it was a pity 
to make more than a formal separation, 
for co-operation to give service was essen- 
tial and probably happened best under 
one roof. Many professions seemed to be 
uncertain about their mechanisms, and 
he (Mr. Allen) thought that reflected un- 
certainty about their professional life. 

‘Our Council has made a number of 
a major reforms in the past few years and 
others are under discussions,’ continued 
the speaker. ‘ Two or three of them are 
new in principle. Our unit for profes- 
sional research is the most recent of our 
departments and it has few equivalents. 
Its job is to study our vital statistics, 
our own professional efficiency, the eco- 
nomic data relevant to our work and poli- 
cies, andso on. It now provides quarterly 
information to the Government about 
new commissions coming to private archi- 
tects, providing thus some indication of 
the work-load likely to fall upon the in- 
dustry, a type of service which seems a 
good example of what a Government is 
entitled to expect from well-run profes- 
sions, and which has earned us some 
thanks. 


Architects’ Income Too Low 


‘But this is the fringe of the potential 
work of the unit. In spite of the large 
amount of work now processed annually, 
the incomes of architects are well below 
what they should be if rewards are to be 
consonant with the skill, responsibility 
and diligence now exercised. Design may 
be too cheap; certainly, as all good pro- 
fessionals do, we expend much effort to 
reduce costs to the client, which in turn 
reduces our own rewards. This paradox 
is part of a tradition, though its quaint 
appeal is losing its grip. Architectural 
design is a type of activity in which costs 
are perhaps particularly difficult to con- 
trol, for there is infinite opportunity and 
desire for refinement of detail. Stopping 
points are not so obvious as in some pro- 
fessions, and this may be a serious matter 
for us. At the same time, our own effi- 
ciency seems to vary greatly from office 
to office, and costs vary from one building 
type to another. Almost certainly there 
are better prospects of improved rewards 
from higher internal efficiency than in 
raising fees; but whether this is so or not, 
the whole matter can clearly benefit from 
the establishment of facts in place of the 
largesse of opinion on which we have to 
depend at present. 

‘Linked to this is a matter much dis- 
cussed at the moment, which some call 
the idea of a two-tier profession. A third 
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of our office man-power is not architec- 
turally qualified: that is, we employ one 
unqualified person for every two quali- 
fied. In some offices the so-called un- 
qualified staff (actually often with other 
qualifications) outnumber the qualified, 
but in other offices the reverse is true and 
sometimes there are none at all. Many 
are employed as assistants, but some rank 
equal to or above qualified men. Some 
of our best designers argue that every- 
body in the office ought to be a qualified 
designer, and others equally good say this 
is an impracticable way to try to run 
things today. 


An Age of Organisation 


‘This is not the place to debate the 
pros and cons, but there are three general 
observations worth making,’ said Mr. 
Allen: 

‘First, there is no point in supposing 
that we can get on without these people; 
we would not have enough man-power, 
even if offices were willing to try, and they 
aren’t; second, they appear to include 
many who are striving for an architectural 
qualification because it is the only status 
of value within reach even though not 
well suited to their abilities. This raises 
the question whether there is not some 
better training and status which could be 
devised for these people. 

This leads, third, to the idea that this 
type of staff might be specifically trained 
to carry part of the technical burden of 
the modern office, both at junior and 
senior levels. 

‘In spite of remarks in the Press, I do 
not see anything alarming or inappro- 
priate in considering such matters: 
quite the opposite, in fact: and there is a 
matter of principle involved, for clearly a 
profession has an obligation to see to the 
professional welfare of those who are its 
dependants. We work in an age of or- 
ganisation, and these people must have a 
specific place in the pattern.’ 


Architects’ Links with the Industry 


‘The word “ Responsibility’ comes 
into the discussion continuously,’ Mr. 
Allen continued. ‘We have observed 
that ours is now a social art and that our 
services must in some way be put within 
reach of all who need them. The obvious 
problem is the person who is not eligible 
for subsidised accommodation and can 
only spend a very limited amount on a 
house for himself. We had much debate 
some years ago about proposals to make 
standard plans available, and a service is 
now operating with the help of a com- 
mercial! organisation. A different kind of 
problem is whether architects should be 
allowed to take directorships in the build- 
ing industry. We have a prohibition on 
this, formulated by Soane in the early 
1800s as part of his purification process. 
I think we ought to be clear that the valu- 
able part of the principle lies only in pre- 
venting a person from offering services 
which may not be impartial; if he offers 
no services at all to the public, no harm 
is risked. I think we are alone among 
the professions in maintaining a prohibi- 
tion of this kind, for I think others per- 
mit the taking of directorships if a person 


does not mix this with practice. Civil 
engineering firms are often run by civil 
engineers, and I think it very likely that 
the work is done better because of it, and 
that their Institute benefits from the 
industrial experience and the influence 
open to it. It seems to me no real issue 
at all, and that we ought to dispose of it 
at once. 


‘An entirely new interest for the profes- 
sion and the Institute is our relationship 
with the makers of building products. 
Materials represent two-thirds of the cost 
of buildings, they are often badly de- 
signed, the industries themselves are 
sometimes badly organised to meet our 
needs, and the information they supply is 
often inadequate and poorly presented. 
All this puts a great drag upon the work 
of design offices, searching for good 
design at the right price, and trying to get 
the information necessary for a sound 
decision. Some individual members of 
the profession have made outstanding 
achievements in collaboration with pro- 
ducers since the war, and during the past 
five years the Institute has supported this 
with activity on a wide front. Almost 
always it is found that the industries 
themselves welcome the collaboration. 


‘I have one other. specific point to 
make about the Institute. I remarked 
earlier on the curiosity that we seldom 
discuss individual designs, and we do not 
have any part of our committee struc- 
ture devoted to building types although 
these are our central interest. It seems 
that this is due more to not finding the 
right mechanism than to a lack of desire, 
and I have often wondered whether 
something more successful could not be 
found. I think perhaps we have the germ 
of it now, for lately architects employed 
in industry have got together as a Group 
to discuss matters of common interest, 
and what I would like to suggest is that 
we should form several such groups deal- 
ing with different building types. I would 
then give them two principal functions, 
first, to organise the discussion of indi- 
vidual projects and second, to encourage 
and advise upon research concerning 
these building types. 


* My final word about the Institute is a 
reminder that without it there would be 
architects but no profession, jungle-life 
instead of unity. There is often a tempta- 
tion to measure its value in terms of what 
we get back from it as individuals, but 
this is the wrong yard-stick to apply. Of 
course part of its job is to give us cer- 
tain kinds of service, but its vital func- 
tions are external—to present our col- 
lective arguments, to organise, to nego- 
tiate, to lead, to reach vital people at 
vital moments. It is therefore in all our 
interests to see that the Institute is strong 
in every necessary way; but none of us 
wili be able to see that he has a specific 
personal return on this investment. And 
a footnote: the Committees of the Insti- 
tute are the sources of its immediate 
authority and direction, and weakness at 
this point softens the whole structure. 
The leading personalities of a profession 
must be prepared to give time to this 
work if the Institute itself is to be power- 
ful and quick in action.’ 
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The Building Professions 


Turning to consideration of the build- 
ing professions, Mr. Allen said that while 
the design of a building in general was 
the responsibility of architects, the 
process frequently spread through several 
professions dealing separately with struc- 
tural design, heating, ventilation and 
air-conditioning, lighting and electrical 
services, mechanical equipment and 
sanitary facilities. Associated with all 
those were the quantity surveyors, and in 
a related but somewhat special position 
stood landscape architects and _ the 
Town Planning Institute. Not all of the 
bodies concerned dealt solely with build- 
ing, but it was at least a major interest 
for each. As organisations we had not 
yet begun seriously to look at our opera- 
tion together, yet when one considered 
the fact that those organisations between 
them were responsible for the use made 
of more than £2,200m. value per 
annum of materials and labour. the fact 
that we did not collaborate closely was 
not only somewhat startling. but made us 
vulnerable to the charge of treating the 
public interest lightly. 

“It seems right that we should raise 
these matters here at the RIBA. Much 
has been heard of “ The Building Team” 
in the past few years—usually thought of 
as a combination of architect, builder and 
quantity surveyor—and we as architects 
have been pressed time and again to exer- 
cise our leadership more positively. What 
is implied by my argument here is that 
the building team includes the whole of 
the building professions. As such they 
are entitled to know in clear terms the 
needs, objectives and views of ourselves 
and the other participants and to voice 
directly to us their own problems and 
desires. Some single group must see to 
the smooth collaboration of the whole 
array of interests, professional and indus- 
trial, and the main duty is clearly ours. 

‘One group of problems relates to 
methods of working, for there are awk- 
ward consequences in our different views 
about fees, in what we undertake to do 
for them, and in our methods of organis- 
ing our work. The overall result is to 
delay the preparation of schemes and 
make all our work more difficult and 
expensive than it should be. We ought 
to get at these matters in concert. 

‘A question of more_ speculative 
interest is this; are the engineering pro- 
fessions not too fragmented? From our 
point of view much of their work in 
buildings might be classed together as 
equipment engineering, and that is the 
way part of the engineering consulting 
practice is going. Does this have no 
germ of general significance? Would not 
some simplification of arrangements be to 
the general advantage? No doubt it is 
too early to make specific suggestions, 
but we should all keep sympathetically 
alert to possibilities in this direction. 


Training in Design 
‘Less speculative but perhaps more 
intractable is a worry that we architects 
have about training in design. No factor 
at present so deeply disturbs sympathy 
and collaboration between us as our dif- 
ferences of outlook and values in respect 
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of humane and aesthetic considerations. 
These are matters which we believe to be 
of fundamental importance in the appli- 
cation of knowledge to men’s needs, and 
to our disappointment they have little or 
no place in the education of engineers. 
We believe this cannot be right and we 
plead for a change of approach to these 
matters. 

‘There are two other aspects of work- 
ing together that can cause difficulty but 
ought not to. We must be able to work 
and speak together on matters of 
common public interest, and we must not 
cut across each other’s proper individual 
interests. We have had to deal with 
examples of both lately and while we 
have had good or reasonable response in 
some quarters, it has been less satisfac- 
tory in others. 

‘For our attitudes to these matters we 
can all find the necessary guidance in 
what has already been said about the 
nature of professions. We spoke of the 
necessity for the training to throw up 
leading personalities with broad interests 
and balanced outlooks so that matters of 
public interest could be well considered. 
We noted also that a profession derives 
its authority for comment and action only 
from its specialised training and discus- 
sion; the converse of this is equally true 
and more specifically relevant, for it 
follows that a profession should not 
attempt to speak or act in fields for 
which its training has not prepared it. 
Such principles must be respected if the 
public interest is to be served.’ 


Building By-laws 


He would wish to add a word on the 
subject of building by-laws, said Mr. 
Allen. Between, on the one hand, the 
building professions and, on the other, 
the Inspectorates who operate building 
by-laws, water by-laws, etc., relations 
were not on a Suitable basis. Regulations 
of one kind or another were made by 
the State to protect the public from mal- 
practices. Charters and Registration were 
granted to professions by the State as 
recognition that they had taken approved 
steps to protect the public from malprac- 
tices. 

‘The Inspectorates have behind them 
specific powers which give them positions 
of tactical strength. Unfortunately,’ 
commented Mr. Allen, ‘the view has 
become widespread that often they do not 
exercise this properly. There are well- 
documented criticisms of conservatism, 
of excessively “ play-safe” attitudes, of 
arbitrary decisions for which evidence is 
lacking, and of a generally inconsiderate 
attitude towards professional people 
whom they have no right to hold in any- 
thing but good regard, and who have 
often apparently taken more care to keep 
abreast of modern advances than the 
Inspectorate. Whatever the position was 
at some time of history in the 19th cen- 
tury when the present organisation was 
set on its feet, the reality today is that 
the qualified professional does not need 
the help of by-laws to give proper service 
to the public, and his view is conse- 
quently moving towards the idea that his 
work should usually receive approval 
more or or less as a matter of form, and 


that the appropriate attitude for the 
Inspectorate should be one of helping 
with information relating to interpreta- 
tion, local conditions, etc.’ 

In conclusion, Mr. Allen, after briefly 
summarising his main points, said: 
‘Behind all this lies my belief that we as 
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a profession, and professions generally, 
and professions, science and industry 
together have entered a new period in the 
development of the scientific age in which 
the chief characteristic will be organisa- 
tion for collective action, on behalf of the 
community.’ 


Book Review 
‘The Town and Country Planning Act’ 


THE TOWN AND COUNTRY PLANNING ACT, 
1959. By T. J. Nardeccia, BSc, FRICS, 
FAI, and David Sullivan, MA, BCL, 
Barrister-at-law. Pp. xv, 480. (Lon- 
don; the Royal Institution of Char- 
tered Surveyors.) Price 45s. 


SINcE the war three efforts have been 
made to solve the problem of compensa- 
tion and betterment in relation to plan- 
ning and compulsory purchase. The first 
two—those of the Labour Government in 
1947 and of the Conservatives in 
1954—were not altogether popular, but 
they had certain merits. They ensured 
that public authorities—and ultimately, 
therefore, the citizen in his capacity of 
tax and ratepayer—were not required to 
pay compensation for land values artifi- 
cially created through the operation of 
planning control. In many cases, how- 
ever, the landowner who sells in the pri- 
vate market does obtain the benefit of a 
scarcity value resulting from the strict 
system of planning control which pre- 
vents building in green belts and on other 
land which would otherwise be available 
for development. As a result there have 
been two prices for land—that which can 
be obtained in the open market, and that 
which is paid by a public authority 
possessing powers of compulsory pur- 
chase. 

The new Town and Country Planning 
Act remedies this injustice by returning 
to ‘market value’ as the basis of com- 
pensation for compulsory purchase. In 
these days of planning control, however, 
the market value of land or buildings 
often depends on whether planning per- 
mission is available for some profitable 
development. The new Act therefore 
lays down, by reference to the develop- 
ment plan and some other considerations, 
a number of assumptions as to planning 


permission which are to form the basis 
of valuation. The acquiring authority 
will, however, be able to offset any en- 
hancement in the value of adjoining lands 
in the same ownership—the first time that 
Parliament has applied this principle as 
a general rule. 

In addition, the new Act gives local 
authorities greater freedom to acquire 
land in advance of requirements, and it 
relaxes much of the control over local 
authority land transactions hitherto exer- 
cised by Whitehall. Land-owners and 
developers will be greatly affected by 
other important provisions in the new 
Act, e.g., the changes in the procedure 
for obtaining planning permission and 
the protection now given to the owner- 
occupiers of property rendered unsaleable 
by designation for compulsory purchase 
or by highway schemes. 

Of the various works which have 
already appeared, this publication by the 
Royal Institution of Chartered Surveyors 
will undoubtedly be one of the most use- 
ful. It comprises some 180 pages of 
narrative explanation followed by an 
annotated text of the Act. The narrative 
is particularly good. It traces the his- 
torical development of the subject with- 
out which the new Act cannot be under- 
stood. Where (as is frequently the case) 
the Act refers to other statutes, their 
relevance and effect is fully explained. 
The problems which are likely to arise 
under the Act are discussed and the 
authors have not been afraid to express 
an opinion. As is customary with RICS 
publications, the authors make use of 
examples to illustrate their points, and 
this feature will no doubt be especially 
welcome. 

This is an excellent book and well 
worth the price charged.

Minister on Future Responsibilities 


THE ANNUAL dinner of the Town Planning 
Institute was held at the Trocadero, 
London, on March 2. The president, Pro- 
fessor J. S. Allen, FRIBA, BArch(L’pool), 
was in the chair. The Royal Charter 
recently granted to the Institute by HM 
The Queen added lustre to the occasion 
at which the principal guest was the Rt. 
Hon. Henry Brooke, MP, Minister of 
Housing and Local Government. 

Proposing the toast of ‘Her Maijesty’s 
Ministers’ the PRESIDENT said that the 
duties of the Minister of Housing and 
Local Government were concerned with 
all aspects of planning from the siting of 
a power station in North Wales to holding 
an inquiry into the goings on in Piccadilly 
Circus. Professor Allen expressed con- 
cern about the small amount of capital 
being spent on building research com- 
pared with the vast sums invested by 
certain sections of industry. 

Turning to prospects for the future he 
continued: ‘Great things are expected 
from the Ministry very shortly. The next 
decade must see the expansion of our 
cities; there will be a war for accom- 
mcdation and whether this country will 
be a fit or unfit place will depend on the 
way in which the problem is tackled. 
Increased prosperity and high standards 


are no good if our towns are not up to 
date and our countryside unfit to live in. 
Great changes will take place in urban 
renewal;’ he said, ‘the more conurba- 
tions grow the greater will be the need 
for open spaces to enjoy.’ 

Concluding on a note of optimism and 
hope he said he felt sure the Minister was 
aware that our attitude towards the 
future would make or break the country. 

In response MR. HENRY BROOKE said, ‘All 
that is necessary for evil to triumph is 
that good men do nothing. What is im- 
portant is to bring what is right and what 
is wrong into perspective; this has been a 
duty of town planning for the last fifty 
years.’ After paying tribute to the de- 
voted work of Unwin, Abercrombie and 
Pepler the Minister referred to the 
achievements since the first Town and 
Country Planning Act in 1909. He spoke 
of the green belts, new towns, advertise- 
ment control, national parks, and an im- 
provement in building and layout. * Now,’ 
he continued, ‘ we have to see what suc- 
cess we can achieve in inspiring the re- 
development of the uninviting, undistin- 
guished central parts of towns and cities.’ 

Dealing with the preservation of the 
countryside from indiscriminate building 
Mr. Brooke made reference to the order 


House Design and Layout 
Building Societies ‘Playing Their Part’ 


* BUILDING SOCIETIES, as national institu- 
tions, are very properly subjected on occa- 
sion to criticism, sometimes unfavour- 
able,’ said MR. STANLEY C. RAMSEY, FRIBA, 
Deputy Chairman, speaking at the annual 
meeting on March 1 of the Abbey 
National Building Society. The main 
target of this criticism in past years ap- 
peared to have been the design of the 
houses on which the societies made 
advances. 

*Not long ago,’ continued Mr. Ramsey, 
‘one of the leading personalities in indus- 
trial design admonished us as follows: 
“ The building societies would have their 
reward in giving a positive lead to better- 
designed houses and layout, because well- 
planned building estates of well-designed 
houses would in the long run offer the 
best security for their money.” 

* The precise meaning of the expression 
“a positive lead” is open to a number 
of interpretations; the overall implication 
that building societies are indifferent to 
the design of houses is surely un- 
warranted. For example, the Building 
Societies Association participates in the 
Central Panels Committee which 
represents the Councils for the Preserva- 
tion of Rural England and Rural Wales, 
the Royal Institute of British Architects 
and the Institute of Builders. There are 
44 panels fully working with the local 
authorities to advise them on house 
design and layout, and altogether about 
600 architects: are giving their time to 
this work. The Building Societies Asso- 


ciation is also represented on the House 
Builders Registration Council, and our 
own chairman is chairman of the Council 
of the Town and Country Planning Asso- 
ciation. 


Design ‘ Never So Good’ 


‘Speaking for our own Society, I can 
confidently state that never in my experi- 
ence, extending over many years, have 
desigu and layout been so good. To say 
this is not to be complacent about present 
standards and achievements, nor dis- 
paraging about the prospects for innova- 
tions in the future. . . At the same time, 
it must be borne in mind that the com- 
munity’s needs in recent years have been 
predominantly for a large number of 
dwellings to make good the deficit of the 
war and immediate post-war period. Un- 
aided by subsidy, it is the private house 
builder's task to suit his product to his 
market, and in particular to the resources 
of likely purchasers. The shortage of 
building land has of itself been a restrict- 
ing factor on what builders have been 
able to achieve. In the context of these 
limitations the last decade has seen 
marked progress and enlightenment in 
the concepts of the British home. 

‘In this transition building societies 
have played their part, as their duty to 
members 


and potential members 
demands. Their problem I suggest, is to 
be aware of what is best in modern 


design without being drawn into the by- 
ways of eccentricity and passing fashion.’ 
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he had recently made to bring very large 
agricultural buildings under control. 
‘Shortly,’ he said, ‘I hope to issue a cir- 
cular and practical notes to set out in 
fresh terms the Government’s policy on 
scatter of houses in the countryside.’ Mr. 
Brooke said that he also proposed shortly 
to introduce a Caravans Bill in order that 
the Government should have a say in 
imposing proper sanitary conditions. 

‘I feel a deep concern over my respon- 
sibilities now that the first quinquennial 
review of development plans is on. As 
we get further in time from the regional 
advisory plans and they become outdated, 
we are spending a great deal of time on 
the study of the basic problems of popu- 
lation and industrial growth, closely 
linked with communications . . . rising 
prosperity should give us an unexampled 
opportunity.’ 

The toast of ‘ The Town Planning Insti- 
tute ’ was proposed by SIR SYDNEY LITTLE- 
woop, president of the Law Society. He 
paid tribute to the past and present 
leaders of the Institute and said that they 
did a far greater service to the country 
than even they themselves realised. He 
spoke of the necessity for more members 
in private practice and thought that an 
enlargement of the profession was desir- 
able. Referring to publicity, Sir Sydney 
said: ‘The Town Planning Institute 
should turn its attentions to public rela- 
tions in order to make the public under- 
stand the meaning and significance of 
planning.’ 

The response was made by MR. R. 
NICHOLAS, CBE, senior vice-president, who 
reiterated the previous speaker’s remarks 
on the serious lack of members in private 
practice. 

The toast to the guests was felicitously 
proposed by MR. J. G. JEFFERSON, junior 
vice-president. DR. C. I. C. BOSANQUET, 
vice-chancellor of Durham University, 
made an eloquent and witty response. 
He said that town planners were the 
champions of all things difficult to recon- 
cile; the preservers of the fine buildings 
of the past and the planners of the future. 


Obituary 


Major Edmund Howard, FRICS 


WE REGRET to announce the death, on 
March 1, of Major Edmund Howard, 
FRICS, senior partner in the firm of 
Howard, Fairbairn and Partners, archi- 
tects and surveyors. He was 78. 

He served in the war of 1914-18 and in 
the Second World War was Controller 
of Building Construction, Ministry of 
Supply, from 1941 to 1943. He was chair- 
man of the City of London Real Property 
Company, Ltd., which owns large pro- 
perties in the City. These properties 
suffered severely during the war, and 
Major Howard devoted his energies to re- 
building. He was a director of the Lon- 
don County Freehold and Leasehold 
Properties Ltd—Key Flats—and presi- 
dent of the Associated Owners of City 
Properties.

Call for Manager's Resignation Confirmed 


MANCHESTER CITY COUNCIL on March 2 
approved a report by the town hall com- 
mittee (summarised in our last issue) after 
an investigation into the operation of the 
town hall works department, and a 
recommendation that the works manager, 
Mr. J. H. Marsh, should be asked to 
resign his appointment. 

The council also approved an amend- 
ment, by 50 votes to 43, that the general 
and parliamentary committee should be 
asked to inquire further into, and report 
on, the administration of the city archi- 
tect’s department. 

They rejected another amendment, by 


76 votes to 21, that the chairman and 
deputy chairman of the town hall com- 
mittee be authorised ‘to make arrange- 
ments for the present holder of the office 
of city architect to relinquish that post.’ 
The report of the committee, after in- 
quiring into allegations of ‘serious 
irregularities’ in the works department, 
had recommended that the city architect, 
Mr. L. C. Howitt, should be relieved of 
his responsibilities for the control of the 
department, and that the department 
should be placed under the control of 
an independent manager responsible to a 
separate committee on the council. 


Selective Tendering 


AMC's Reservations on Housing and Road Works 
From a Correspondent 


THE ASSOCIATION of Municipal Corpora- 
tions is refusing to be nudged by either 
the Minister of Housing and Local 
Government or the Minister of Transport 
into recommending the use of selective 
tendering in relation to housing and road 
works. Recent correspondence between 
the AMC and the Ministries has led the 
association to recall its report in 1955 
recommending the use of open tendering 
as a normal practice, while recognising 
that selective tendering was desirable for 
specialist work or in particular circum- 
stances. 

In a report on the position the AMC 
general purposes committee state: ‘ In- 
quiries which have very recently been 
made of a limited number of member 
corporations, show that the normal pro- 


cedure is in fact for open competitive 
tendering to be used where the work to 
be done is of a specialist nature or, in 
some cases, where there is a degree of 
urgency. The kind of work for which 
selective tendering is used includes 
specialist civil engineering (such as tun- 
nels and pumping stations), the erection 
of multi-storey flats and civic buildings 
and, in some places, schools and high- 
way work. 

‘We reiterate,’ the report continues, 
‘the view expressed in 1955 on this sub- 
ject, and consider that, while the normal 
practice should be open competition ten- 
dering, the use of selective tendering is 
essentially a matter on which each local 
authority must exercise judgment. We 
are so informing the Ministries.’ 


Precast Concrete 


New Documentary Film 


THE FILM ‘ PRECAST CONCRETE,’ screened 
in London last week before an invited 
audience which included the Minister of 
Works, Lord John Hope, rates a high 
place in the ranks of British document- 
aries. Produced by Concrete, Ltd. and 
shot on construction sites in many parts 
of the United Kingdom, this is neverthe- 
less not an advertising film except in so 
far as it demonstrates new ways of using 
precast structural concrete to reduce con- 
struction costs and time, and to simplify 
work on site by all trades. As an illus- 
tration, one film sequence shows a single 
day’s work on a Birmingham site when 
150 tons of precast concrete were fixed in 
position by an 8-man team. 

An excellently restrained commentary 
and background music accompany shots 
which cover not only a series of com- 
pleted buildings but processes of manu- 
facture and installation which give the 
film a remarkable sense of integrity. Film 
technicians learnt that some of the shots 
were made with a special zoom-type lens 
never before used on this type of film 
which enables a camera to take both 
normal and long-distance shots without 


using a trolley. The film (in 16 mm. East- 
man colour) runs for 27 minutes. 


Concrete, Ltd., and Mr. Edward Bush, 
director responsible for the film, and 
Mr. Edward Lloyd, producer, were 
warmly congratulated after the showing 
by the Minister who subsequently 
was present at a luncheon in the Con- 
Stitutional Club at which Mr. K. M. 
Wood, managing director, was host. 


Housing Manager to Retire 


MR. VINCENT M. HUGHES, FAI, who for 21 
years has been the City of Sheffield’s first 
housing manager, retires in August. Mr. 
Hughes has specialised in municipal hous- 
ing administration for 37 years, having 
previously held appointments as Housing 
Director to the County Borough of 
Bolton, Foundation and Housing Estates 
Manager of York and chief assistant in 
the City of Birmingham Estates Depart- 
ment. In August he will have concluded 
50 years in the estates profession.

The city treasurer had reported that for 
a considerable time there had been in- 
accuracies in returns of expenditure on 
labour and materials required for costing, 
a lack of confidence in the accuracy of 
cost allocations, and a belief that buying 
and transport hiring policies of the 
department were not economical. 

The committee found that foremen 
were concerned in the falsification of 
time sheets, but that there was no 
question of financial gain.

Procedure 


Ministry Establishes Cost Limits 


ADMINISTRATIVE Memorandum No. 3/60, 
issued by the Ministry of Health, 
Curzon-st., Wl, describes in detail the 
procedures associated with the considera- 
tion and approval of local education 
authority building proposals, and replaces 
Administrative Memorandum No. 548 
(Revised) dated 24th March, 1959. The 
new memorandum promulgates two major 
alterations to existing procedures. 

It was anticipated in Administrative 
Memorandum No. 548 that cost limits 
for expenditure on furniture and equip- 
ment for hostels and residential accom- 
modation at teacher training colleges and 
further education establishments, and, 
wherever possible, for different kinds of 
teaching accommodation in teacher train- 
ing colleges, would be established as soon 
as possible, and that general approval 
would then be given to all proposals 
which complied with the announced cost 
limits. These proposals are now imple- 
mented in paragraphs 47 and 48 of the 
new memorandum and the appendix. 

As from April 1, school meals projects 
will be treated as part of each local edu- 
cation authority’s allocation for minor 
works and paragraph 12 of the new 
memorandum explains the procedure 
to be followed. Paragraph 12(3), in par- 
ticular, defines more clearly than hereto- 
fore the methods which will be used to 
calculate a limit of grant for school meals 
proposals.

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A Building Firm Steps Out 
The Case History of A. Head, Ltd. 


5. Brooker Goes Through the Mangle 
Albert Head, Ltd., which as a firm has been going through the growing 
pains of expansion from early beginnings to a concern employing 200 men, 
has called in the Building Advisory Service to help in the re-organisation. 
In the last instalment (‘ The Builder’ of February 26) William Head’s 
estimating department received attention; now it is the turn of the Accounts 
Department, and Brooker, the company secretary, has some nasty moments 
before discovering that new ways can save time as well as temper. Earlier 
instalments in this series (by Mr. Cecil A. Francis, head of BAS) will be 
found in ‘ The Builder’ of January 15 and 29, and February 12 and 26 


POSSIBLY THERE WAS EVEN MORE 
DRUDGERY in the accounts department of 
Albert Head, Limited, than one usually 
associates with builders’ offices. Every 
invoice and stores issue note, with a note 
of the material, every man’s name and his 
cost, every lorry and its charge, were 
entered in the cost book. The reason 
for this was, ‘the directors like to go 
through it when they are making up their 
final accounts.’ Undoubtedly this was as 
useful as the odd notes they carried 
around or filed. If it were taken away, 
they would be lost. Could they be given 
the information without its all being 
copied into a ledger? They could, simply 
by filing all basic data in job order! Cost 
ledgers would become mere summaries, 
but would be supported by detail which 
could be got, when necessary, at a 
moment's notice. 


For the time being the financial 
accounts were not touched. The order 
and structure of financial accounts could 
only be dealt with economically and 
successfully at the start of the financial 
year. The associated clerical and 
accounting routines could, however, be 
put into operation. 


Making a Start With Wages 


Because of the imminence of a new ‘ tax 
year’ it was decided to make a start on 
the existing wages system. Hitherto, there 
had been a small site time sheet which 
recorded men’s names, daily hours and 
total hours. Expenses and other odd items 
were written in the margin. If a man were 
transferred to another site or job, the 
clerk had to search through the 
remainder of the sheets to calculate his 
total time. They had tried making two 
or three entries, one under each contract 
he had been working on, but thought that 
it took Jonger than the present way. 


The site time sheet was re-designed to 
provide all the information required by 
the wages clerk, with additional columns 
for an anaiysis of wages if required. If 
a man were transferred to another site, 
the general foreman filled in and gave 
him an individual time sheet. For pay- 
ment purposes only, he was omitted from 
both the site time sheets by a blue pencil 
mark in the gross pay column. 


The individual time sheet. with its 
horizontal ‘slices’ for each day of the 
week, was turned sideways. A line now 


represented a job. The operative had 
slightly less writing to do and the sheet 
was self-analysing. 

The only exceptions to these two time 
sheets were the machinists in the joinery 
shop. As they performed a multitude 
of jobs rarely lasting more than a couple 
of hours, they put in a daily return. It 
would have been nice to say they filled 
them in as they went along, but at least 
now they had only one day’s time to 
spread over the jobs they had done. 
Hitherto it had been a major task on 
Saturday morning to remember what had 
happened during the past week! 


The payroll could now be entered in a 
series of blccks; all men engaged all the 
week on contract 1, followed by contract 
2, and so on. Men on individual time 
sheets were to be entered as the last 
block. Only this block would require 
analysing for cost purposes. 


But what about the payroll itself? The 
familiar B & CE standard pay-sheet was 
being used. It was big and awkward; the 
small amount of information they put on 
it was lost in vast open spaces. Although 
not really necessary, they copied out the 
daily hours of each man, merely because 
the columns were there. The income tax 
cards had to be filled in, and full details 
of pay written on the wages envelopes. 
Had they heard of the 3-in-1 system? 
Yes, they had. Some one had once tried 
to sell one to Brooker, the company sec- 
retary. What had happened? He had 
said, ‘why should we pay for tax cards 
when the government supply them free?’ 


After much patient discussion and ex- 
perimenting the choice of available 
systems was reduced to two. Basically, 
both were alike, but machine ‘ A’ (cost- 
ing about £15) had a sheet of payslips 
} in. wide that had to be torn up before 
inserting in the pay packets. Machine 
*B’ (costing just over £50) had a pad of 
payslips 14 in. wide, which were auto- 
matically ejected as each pay entry was 
completed. Although it was pointed out 
to Brooker that the machine would last 
at least 10 years and probably 20, so that 
the capital cost a year would be next to 
nothing, he stuck out for the lower priced 
‘A.’ As a last resort he referred it to 
Albert Head. What transpired will not 
be known, but he came back with a red 
face, and said they had decided to have 
*B.’ The question of using the printed 
wage envelopes with only taz man’s name 


written on, was allowed to pass, when it 
was found that they had nearly three 
years’ stock of envelopes. Apparently you 
got 1} per cent. discount if you bought 
50,000! When these have gone, self-seal- 
ing cellophane envelopes will come into 
operation. 


When the wages operation has been 
completed, pencil sub-totals are inserted 
at the end of each contract, and the block 
of individual time sheets. The last block 
only is analysed to jobs. Where operatives 
have worked part-week on a contract, the 
amount is entered on the appropriate site 
time sheet. Jobbing work is analysed 
under the job number. To prove these 
figures, a posting slip is prepared. On the 
credit side is entered the make-up of 
total wages, i.e. gross pay, employers NI, 
HWP stamps, etc.; on the debit side— 
the various contracts, jobs, and nominal 
ledger accounts to be charged. From 
this slip all postings are made, and the 
item initialled or ticked. 


Mrs. Robinson’s Tap Washer 


Although this operation is common to 
both contract and jobbing work, it was 
decided to have a slightly different form 
of cost account for jobbing. The reason 
for this was so typical that it bears 
repetition. Mrs. Robinson was on the 
telephone and wanted to know just when 
they were going to see about her tap. The 
Minor Works supervisor was out. Mabel, 
the telephone operator, was trying to 
cope. To whom had Mrs. Robinson given 
the order? Mrs. R. did not know, she had 
just rung up. When was it? About a 
fortnight ago. In order to pacify the 
customer Mabel promised to send some- 
one as soon as possible. That done, Mabel 
inquired around the office, but nobody 
knew anything about Mrs. R.’s tap. They 
did know however that Mrs. R. was a 
friend of Mrs. Albert Head and some- 
thing should be done. 


Half an hour later Bert Smith, one of 
the plumbers, wandered into the office 
with a query, and was_ promptly 
despatched to Mrs. Robinson. On arrival 
he found it was merely a washer that re- 
quired replacing. However Mrs. R. said 
that whilst he was there could he please 
clear the kitchen waste pipe, which was 
giving trouble. Having heard of the pre- 
vious rumpus, Bert decided he would. 
Whilst at the garden end of the waste 
pipe he noticed one of the firm's ladders 
under the hedge, and Mrs. R. said it had 
been there since they mended her gutter- 
ing some six months ago. 


On his return to the yard, Bert reported 
the ‘ladder business’ to the transport 
manager, and the ladder was duly col- 
lected. At the end of the week, Bert’s 
time-sheet just stated ‘Mrs. R.—34 
hours,’ and this found its way into the 
cost ledger. Another item, ‘lorry j hr.,’ 
also found its way in.

THE BUILDER March 11 1960 


Scene two opened a fortnight later 
when the M. W. Manager, going through 
his odd notes, slips of paper and envelope 
backs, found Mrs. R’s original request 
and thought it was time something was 
done. Mrs. R. became priority No. 1 and 
Alf Jones was sent at the first possible 
moment. Alf was cautious and drew a 
couple of new taps from the stores before 
he went. On arrival, Mrs. R. had quite 
a bit to say about plumbers and their 
tools in general, and A. Head, Ltd., in 
particular. However, Alf had heard most 
of it before, and merely walked back to 
stores and returned the two taps. He also 
booked the hour’s time he had spent. 


The comedy ended some two months 
later when, getting out jobbing accounts, 
Brooker had quite a shock. Repairing a 
tap, two men, 44 hours, lorry } hour, but 
no material used. All the help he could 
get from the M. W. Manager, was that he 
had sent Alf Jones and that Bert must 
have booked his time to the wrong Mrs. 
Robinson. What it cost in clerical time 
to sort it out will never, fortunately, be 
known. 


Mabel to the Rescue! 


Things are different now. Mabel, the 
telephone operator, has a pad of forms. 
They are in duplicate and she fills in the 
top half of both copies, which are iden- 
tical. Name and address of the cus- 
tomers, order number, date, etc., work to 
be carried out. The bottom half of the 
top copy is ruled for the cost account, 
i.e., columns for labour, material, trans- 
port, etc., and a summary with spaces for 
overhead expenses and profit margin. 
These go to the cost office daily and 
become pages in the loose-leaf cost 
ledger. The bottom copies go to the 
operatives via the M. W. Manager. The 
bottom half of this copy has two panels, 
(a) for additional work done, and (b) for 
any materials, plant or equipment left on 
site requiring collection. When the job is 
completed, the operative’s copy is 
returned to the cost office, who now have 
a complete picture of the job. In addi- 
tion, invoicing becomes a routine job, 
with only the odd query going outside 
the department for settlement. 


But, to return to our costing, we now 
have a contract cost summary which 
merely states: W/ending 27/2/60 Wages 
£165 10s. 6d. If, at the end of the 
month, circumstances are such that some 
one wants a breakdown of this amount, 
there are four site time-sheets in the con- 
tract file, and they can be extended to 
give any desired figures — productive 
time, overtime, wet time, tool money, 
HWP, etc. In turn, backing up these 
figures, are gang time-sheets which show 
how each man spent his time. Only when 
a contract is ‘in the red’ is this informa- 
tion asked for, and the time hitherto 
spent copying detail is now available to 
deal with queries of this nature. 


Materials 


Albert Head, Ltd. have now got an 
official buyer which has considerably 
simplified routines. Other personnel, 
such as managers and general foremen, 
have authority only to purchase small 


items for cash, where this is more 
economical. Gone are the days when 
any jobbing operative could wander 
into the local builders’ merchants, and 
get what he asked for—sometimes 
months after he had left the firm’s 
employ. There is an official order for 
everything purchased, even if only 
confirmation of a telephoned order. This 
order is numbered, with the job number 
as a suffix, and approximately 95 per cent 
of the orders are priced. 

It was soon found that the buyer neatly 
wrote out the order on scrap paper—or 
at least until he ran out of scrap—when 
he bought nice pads for the purpose— 
passed these to his typist who promptly 
typed the lot again. Now, he has a regis- 
ter with continuous stationery and he 
neatly writes out the order, as often as 
not, whilst he is telephoning. There are 
four copies—to supplier, accounts, who- 
ever will receive the goods, and his own 
reference. Only the buyer's file is kept 
in serial order number. On the back of 
the ‘accounts’ and ‘site’ copies is a 
printed panel for recording purposes. 

On arrival of the materials, the receiver, 
whether site or stores, enters on a 
‘ Material Received Sheet’ (MRS) the 
date of receipt, supplier and delivery note 
number. He also signs the delivery note 
and pins it to the MRS. There is no 
merit in copying the delivery note on to 
a MRS. Surely, general foremen have 
more important things todo! Only when 
there is no delivery note does he now 
enter details of the materials received. 

Once a week these MRSs come into the 
office. It was found that Friday was a 
quieter day than Monday, so whoever 
takes wages to the site on Thursday, col- 
lects these sheets. This guarantees that 
they come in regularly and promptly. 

The sheets are checked in the office to 
see that all the relevant DN’s are there. 
The DN’s are then marked off the back 
of their respective orders, which again, 
are in a contract file. 

Invoices flow in, days or weeks later, 
are checked for extensions and, if cor- 
rect, sorted into contract order. The 
clerk then checks against the front of 
the order for authorisation and price, and 
against the back for quantity. These 
invoices, if correct, are now in fact 
authorised for payment, and only in the 
event of any discrepancy are they referred 
to the buyer or in the case of telephone 
accounts, water rates etc. to any other 
official. These invoices are now filed for 
the sake of simplicity, in part ‘A’ of the 
contract file, until the end of the month. 
In part ‘B’ of the file will be invoices 
which have just arrived and are awaiting 
checking. 

At an agreed date, when all invoices 
for the previous month are in, part ‘B’ 
of the file is empty and part ‘A’ complete. 
The invoices for each contract are sorted 
into the classifications required for cost- 
ing, i.e., materials, plant hire, services, 
etc. When this is complete, all contract 
bundles are combined in contract order 
number, and all invoices serially num- 
bered. With the aid of an add/lister, 
they are listed with sub-totals for each 
contract or section of a contract. The 
grand total of this list will provide a con- 
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trol total for agreement with the Pur- 
chase Day Book. 

Again, these sub-totals are transferred 
to a posting sheet, the debit side of which 
would read:

On the credit side would be the break- 
down of the total of the purchase day 
book depending on the nominal ledger 
accounts to be debited. But the sheet 
must balance. 

Having finished the analysis, the desk 
is cleared, all invoices are sorted into 
supplier order, and posted to the Pur- 
chase Day Book with a sub-total for each 
supplier. The sub-total only is posted to 
the supplier’s ledger account.

Brooker Digs His Heels In! 


This was the spot where Brooker 
decided to dig his heels in. The books 
which had been his pride and joy were 
in danger. First, his Purchase Day Book 
would never be up to date. Was it neces- 
sary to be up to date during the month? 
No, it was not essential, but there was 
not time to do the work involved after 
all the invoices were in. Second, they 
would not be able to compare supplier's 
statements with the bought ledger 
accounts. Why not? There were no 
details in the ledgers. If the total agreed 
with the statement did it matter? No. 
Could the statement be compared with 
the Purchase Day Book for detail, all 
invoices for one supplier being together? 
Possibly yes. 

For a month the book-keeper logged 
the time spent on this work. The 
following month he tried the new way, 
and the results were:

A great deal of the difference was in the 
reduction in the number of items posted 
to the Purchase Ledger, 605 to 102. In 
addition, as the Purchase Day Book was 
entered in strictly alphabetical order, he 
now went straight through his ledger 
instead of dodging backwards and 
forwards. 

Ironically, Brooker was so ‘sold’ on 
the savings that he immediately wanted 
to sack the book-keeper and transfer the 
11 hours’ work on to the cost clerk. ‘ Only 
three hours a week’ was his remark. 


Stores Issues 


Issues from the stores were dealt with 
in the same manner, but weekly. Copy 
issue notes went from the stores to the 
buyer, who priced them. They were 
extended on the comptometer, checked 
by serial order number to ensure that 
none was missing, listed and a total 
obtained—the amount to be credited to 
stores account. Next, the notes are 
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sorted into job order, listed with sub- 
totals for each job, and the grand totals 
of both lists agreed. 


The Day of Judgment 


Contract No. 17 was to be measured 
for interim payment purposes on Thurs- 
day, July 23, 1959. Accounts department 
did not get any warning until 9.30 a.m., 
when the surveyor put his head around 
the door, and said he was off to measure 
No. 17. The cost clerk said ‘OK ; would 
he please bring back with him any 
delivery notes they had, together with 
the number of men working on the site 
this week.’ 

What had the cost clerk to do? His 
cost account gave him (a) total wages to 
Saturday, July 18, (b) materials to June 
30, (c) stores issues, plant and transport 
to July 18. To bring it up to date he 


had to: take the contents of part ‘A’ of 
the contract file—14 invoices, list them 
on the adding machine; repeat the process 
with part ‘ B ’—-3 invoices; add these two 
figures in peacil to the cost book 
*material* total. He also went through 
his order file, and from the back of copy 
orders listed those items which had been 
delivered, but not invoiced. He had to 
extend these items, but as the order was 
priced, it created no difficulty. A visit 
to the stores and transport department 
gave him their current week's figures. 
The surveyor returned with three delivery 
notes, and the information that 18 men 
were working on the site. Delivery notes 
were marked off the orders, extended and 
added to the provisional figure, com- 
pleting all material returns. Taking £2 
per day as the earnings of the average 
operative gave £36 per day; 4 days’ wages 
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therefore equalled £144 and brought the 
labour costs up to the day of measure- 
ment. 

The whole job, although being under- 
taken for the first time, took 24 hours, 
and at 5.15 p.m. the cost clerk handed 
Albert Head a statement of the cost of 
their own work on Contract 17. Albert 
took it calmly until he asked when the 
contract was measured, and why the sur- 
veyor’s valuation was not attached? Now 
that it has become routine, cost depart- 
ment waits for the surveyor’s figures, and 
includes them in the pre-printed value/ 
cost comparison. 

P.S. Note from Albert Head: ‘ Mainly 
because now I have no routine work, I 
have cleared my, and most of Fred’s, final 
accounts. The overdraft has gone and 
there is quite_a bit in the bank. Thanks.’

Prospects for the Building Industry 


Mr. Woodbine Parish's Review 


A GLIMPSE of the way the building indus- 
try is likely to develop in the next decade 
was given by MR. D. E. WOODBINE PARISH, 
President of the National Federation of 
Building Trades Employers, at a Press 
conference presided over by him at 
the Federation’s headquarters, 82 New 
Cavendish-street, W1, on March 4. 

Mr. Parish said that education, in its 
widest sense—the passing on of expert 
knowledge to our successors—lay at the 
root of all the industry's future pros- 
perity. Questioned on his views on the 
proposed combined college of higher 
technology, to embrace all sides of the 
industry, Mr. Parish said that he certainly 
regarded it as a ‘starter.’ The concept 
was now accepted, and he thought that 
the college would have a quite specific 
part to play in the building industry in 
the near future. Moreover. the Ministry 
of Education were, he knew, keen to press 
on with the college’s formation. 

The form that the college would take. 
the President continued. was still a little 
nebulous, but he hoped that it would 
include some really advanced work on the 
human problems of the building industry. 
Asked if this included post-graduate 
work, Mr. Parish said that that was the 
direction in which they were moving. 

Questioned on the Federation's pro- 
posals for reducing accidents in the indus- 
try the President called on the Director 
to reply. MR. PETER TRENCH Said he had 
always held the view that it would take 
a very long time to effect a substantial 
improvement. Nevertheless they had 
reason to believe that 1958 might prove 
to be the peak year for accidents, and he 
was optimistic enough to believe that 
when the 1959 figures were published 
they would reveal an improvement. 

The Federation, Mr. Trench continued, 
had now persuaded the Factory Inspec- 
torate to break down the accident statis- 
tics into their various sections. From 
these figures it should be possible to make 
an analysis that would help them get to 
the cause of the various types of accident. 
The fact that this was now being done 


would give the industry a much better 
chance to cut out the dead wood by indi- 
cating which sections of the industry were 
most accident prone. 

Another possibility that might be con- 
sidered was the holding of a National 
Accident Prevention Week, to focus 
attention on the problem. The greatest 
practical step forward to date, he thought, 
was the setting up of the provincial acci- 
dent prevention training centres. 


Costs and Prices 


A questioner wanted to know how the 
industry proposed to absorb the latest 
wages increase when at the same time it 
had been stated that competitive tender- 
ing had become unprofitable. Where was 
the margin? MR. PARISH said that the 
question revealed confusion as to the 
difference between costs and prices. The 
industry had got to keep costs steady by 
greater productivity, but this had nothing 
to do with prices. In reply to another 
question, the President said that present 
profit margins in the industry were very 
slender, if indeed they existed at all. 

MR. TRENCH Said that the NFBTE esti- 
mated that building prices fell by 2 per 
cent in 1959. The new wages proposals 
would add just under 4 per cent to labour 
costs and around 2 per cent to building 
costs, therefore the 2 per cent drop in 
prices was at the expense of profits. ‘ An 
unprofitable industry is an inefficient in- 
dustry. It is not a happy thing that 
profits should fall by 2 per cent,’ he 
declared. 

Mr. Parish was then questioned on the 
40-hour winter working week in civil 
engineering that had recently been con- 
ceded. How were the building and civil 
engineering industries going to get into 
phase on this? 

THE PRESIDENT said that in building, so 
long as so much overtime was consis- 
tently being worked, the operatives’ argu- 
ment for a shorter working week was not 
an honest argument—it simply meant that 
they wanted more pay at overtime rates. 
He was not at all sure, he continued, that 


there was a strong case for making the 
working rules of civil engineering and 
building march hand in hand—there was 
not so much interchangeability between 
the two as was often imagined. 

MR. TRENCH, in answer to a question. 
announced that the Working Party set up 
by the National Federation to inquire into 
land for housing had now submitted a 
report to the Minister of Housing and 
Local Government, whom they hoped to 
meet to discuss the problem personally 
later this month. The Working Party. 
he emphasised, had produced ‘ reason- 
able’ proposals—they had not, for ex- 
ample, recommended the abolition of the 
green belts—but they had stated that the 
problem must be tackled on the short 
term to avoid a crisis in the near future 
and on the longer term to avoid a recur- 
rence of the present difficulties. 

Asked whether he thought the industrv 
could undertake the building of 400,000 
new houses annually, as some authorities 
had recommended as necessary. MR. 
PARISH Said that he looked on the next 
40 years as being a period of continued 
expansion. If the industry was going to 
be able to cope with the enormous need 
for urban renewal and expansion in other 
directions it had got to step up its output. 
He saw housing as a part of the whole 
problem of raising the product of the 
industry to cope with such a figure. 


Appointment of Technical Officer 


In order to play a more active part in 
the sorting and dissemination of techni- 


cal information to its members the 
NFBTE has appointed Mr. E. Thompson, 
BSc, as Technical Officer of the Federa- 
tion. Mr. Thompson has been at the 
Building Research Station for 14 years, 
the last five as Experimental Officer. He 
took up his duties at the NFBTE on 
March 1. In addition to the preparation 
of technical information Mr. Thompson 
will service the Federation’s technical 
committees, and will lay the foundations 


of a National Federation technical 
service.

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‘Cities—Living with the Motor Vehicle’ 


The Necessity for Systematic Urban Renewal 


“WHILE A HANDFUL of the world’s mil- 
lionaires may like at week-ends to dust 
the Renoirs in their picture galleries, 
millions less affluent, but relatively pros- 
perous and perhaps happier citizens, 
prefer to polish a well-made machine out- 
side their own front door before setting 
off on a jaunt with their family.’ 

In his paper, ‘ Cities—Living with the 
Motor Vehicle,’ presented on Thursday, 
February 18, at the Friends House, Lon- 
don, MR. CHRISTOPHER BRUNNER, Vice- 
chairman, British Road _ Federation, 
stresses that the motor car has come to 
stay, that its numbers will continue to 
increase, and that the social and economic 
survival of our cities and central areas 
depends almost entirely upon acceptance 
of that fact. 

‘So far, no one has been able to 
envisage for Britain a mode of life which 
does not remain predominantly urban, 
and urban areas must therefore, willy 
nilly, be adapted to satisfy the basic 
needs of living. The outstanding 
feature of so many of these urban centres 
is that, whatever the accuracy of the des- 
cription geographically, they fail totally 
to serve as a fulcrum of a balanced com- 
munity life. Overcrowded with vehicles 
by day, after 6 o’clock in the evening and 
at week-ends, they are almost entirely 
devoid of human activity... .’ 

Mr. Brunner points to the two alterna- 
tive courses a city may take in coming 
to terms with what he describes as ‘ one 
of the greatest single instruments of social 
change during this century.’ 

Of the first—that of forbidding the use 
of motor vehicles, particularly cars, in the 
hope that this would render it unneces- 
sary to make changes in the pre-motor 
age environment, he says: ‘ People’s 
behaviour makes it quite clear that 
they want to have cars, because they 
buy them as soon as they can afford them. 
They also acquire them in order to use 
them.’ 

The second course, ‘the only practic- 
able one,’ is to accept the motor vehicle, 
‘and from this must follow sooner or later 
the modification of the environment to 
permit motor vehicles to be used in large 
numbers. It may be doubted whether 
many civic or even national authorities 
fully realise the dilemma in which they 
are placed.’ 


Attracting Buyers 


Some people come into cities to spend 
money in them; others come in to work. 
‘It is very much to any city’s interest to 
take such steps as may be necessary to 
ensure that all potential buyers can get 
into what I shall term the spending area 
as easily as possible, can leave their cars 
conveniently and cheaply, and can get 
away home again with the minimum of 
trouble, loss of time, or friction with the 
authorities. 

‘Some decentralisation of industry is 
essential and, equally, there are areas 
which would doubtless benefit from a 
decentralisation of commerce. However, 





how much of its office employment does a 
city wish to see move elsewhere? ’ 

Stressing that the city should realise 
that in both cases it is in competition with 
other possible locations for shops and 
offices Mr. Brunner adds: ‘It is for the 
city itself to make up its mind whether 
it wishes to hasten its own disintegration 
and lapse into a relic of the past with no 
present economic function to perform, or 
to adapt itself to the times.’ 

‘ People are not going to put themselves 
to trouble and expense in order to main- 
tain or enhance the prosperity of any par- 
ticular city; rather will they switch their 
pattern of employment and of spending to 
conform with the way of life they prefer. 
A city is not in the position of a dicta- 
torial authority which can determine 
without cost and effort to itself how it 
will treat the people on whose goodwill 
it depends; rather it is in the position of 
a seller of services seeking customers. 


A Challenging Task 


* What I wish to emphasise is the com- 
plete futility of any negative approach. A 
great and challenging task confronts us— 
no less than the renewal of our cities— 
and positive, energetic action is needed. 
There is no single solution. Each area 
calls for its own unique approach.’ 

Of the need for new highways to carry 
traffic into the cities and to enable it to 
circulate when it gets there Mr. Brunner 
says: ‘Sometimes, it is alleged that urban 
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motorways have not cured traffic conges- 
tion in the United States, and the conclu- 
sion is drawn that they are, therefore, not 


acure. This is nonsense. If some urban 
motorways do not cure traffic congestion, 
the American approach, which is the 
correct one, is that this may prove only 
that in a particular city enough may not 
yet have been built. 

‘ The vital point is, and this has been 
made often by the Royal Institute of 
British Architects, that urban motorways 
are essentially part of the whole problem 
of urban re-development. 

‘The danger will be that some people 
may come to think of traffic engineering 
as a “ gimmick” which will serve as a 
substitute for building new urban motor- 
ways and for a comprehensive policy of 
urban renewal. 

‘We cannot go on discussing the prob- 
lems of urban areas rather in the same 
way that the perennial difficulties of 
adolescence may be discussed—"“ It is all 
very tiresome but we must simply wait for 
the day when they will grow out of this 
stage.” 

‘The ownership and use of motor 
vehicles, and especially cars, has created 
a world-wide crisis in the life of cities, 
where there is a choice between either 
allowing worsening congestion to aggra- 

vate still further the decline in the 
centres, or of accepting the motor vehicle 
and re-building the cities with urban 
motorways and parking facilities inte- 
grated into the schemes. The ownership 
of personal transport is already, and will 
become even more, a major factor in 
people’s lives, and there is really no alter- 
native but to recognise the need for a 
policy of systematic urban renewal.’

A report of the County Planning Officer 
(Mr. T. V. S. Durrant, MICE, MTPI), in 
which these facts are revealed, states that 
44m. sq. ft. of new office space in the 
central London area was authorised 
between 1948 and 1958. In the five-year 
period 1953 to 1958 the total population 
of London and the Home Counties 
increased by 299,600 (2.4 per cent). The 
population of Metropolitan London fell 
by 1.3 per cent and that of the towns and 
country districts in the Green Belt ring 





rose by 13.1 per cent. In Surrey the 
civilian population increased in the five 
years by 60,000 (4.4 per cent). Of this 
10,000 was in the Metropolitan area, 
27,000 in the Green Belt ring and 23,000 
beyond the Green Belt. 

The Surrey Development Plan, based 
on the accepted principle that employ- 
ment in London would not be allowed to 
increase, provides for an increase on 
1949 figures of 170,000 in the total 
civilian population of the county. The 
actual increase from 1949 to 1958 was 
82,000. 

The report states that it is clear that 
the amount of new building which can 
still take place in Surrey is strictly limited 


if the character of the county and the 
Metropolitan Green Belt are to be saved. 
Only two courses are open: to restrict 
effectively the growth of employment; or 
in the light of the new employment poten- 
tial, to re-assess the demand for residen- 
tial development and the educational and 
other services that go with it, and to pro- 
vide accordingly. In either case the prob- 
lem is a regional one and Surrey has 
much to lose from failure to see it whole 
and in time.

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The whole contract was completed 
in. 96 days, that is, at the rate of 
one bedroom per day, by means of 
pre-planning and time-study of all 
operations. A prototype scheme was 
carried out on 16 rooms under 
normal contracting methods, and 
this was followed by the contract for 
111 rooms. Some two months were 
spent on planning and organising the 
contract, and all details including 
the schedule of decorations were 
completed before work commenced. 
Programme charts showing the phas- 
ing of labour, equipment and 
materials were kept by the architect 
and client for daily review. Sub- 
contractors reported at weekly pro- 
gress meetings. All key personnel 
on site were provided with short- 
wave pocket radio receivers for 
instant communication. 

Other aids to rapid completion of 
the contract were: the use of Marley- 
Mix tor bricklaying, rendering and 
screeding, one-pipe plumbing system 
in prefabricated sections, and elec- 
trical circuits prefabricated on the 
harness system in PVC _ sheathed 
pyrotenax. The cost of the conver- 
sion was £80,000.

Accommodation for MPs 


THE MINISTER OF WORKS, LORD JOHN HOPE, 
has again been pressed to provide more 
accommodation at the House of Com- 
mons for MPs. He told Mr. Lipton on 
March | that he was considering various 
possibilities including that which his 
questioner had advocated, the erection 
of office accommodation in New Palace 
Yard. 

MR. LIPTON recalled that the plan by 
Sir Charles Barry, ordered by the House 
to be printed on June 21, 1855, provided 
for additional buildings round New 
Palace Yard. Would they have to wait 
another century before anything was 
done? LORD JOHN HOPE said that it did 
not necessarily follow that the only way 
to get rid of the difficulties which con- 
fronted them lay in implementing the 
Barry Scheme. The Minister announced 
that he would be ready to make a state- 
ment during the discussion on accom- 
modation which it was hoped might take 
place before Easter. The House would 
not be presented with a * fait accompli ’ of 
any sort. 

He also told Mr. C. Johnson that he 
was not in a position to say when the 
arcade on the east side of Westminster 
Hall would be rebuilt as part of the stone 
restoration programme of the Palace of 
Westminster. MR. JOHNSON asked the 
Minister to take the opportunity this 
would afford and build out over Star 
Court Chamber in a way which would 
provide a large additional room for MPs. 
LORD JOHN HOPE said the rebuilding of the 
arcade would certainly have to be done 
one day but it was not urgent at the 
moment. 

Replying to MR. HAYMAN, who main- 
tained that some parts of the Palace were 
death traps, THE MINISTER said his 
Department's Fire Inspectorate surveyed 
the whole of the building annually and 
the 1960 survey would be made shortly. 
He was not aware there were any gaps, for 
his officers looked carefully at the system 
the whole time. 

MR. PEYTON.—— Some of us think a real 
good, healthy fire would be a very desir- 
able thing, as the outcome might well be 
some improvement on the wretched and 
miserable amenities we have.’ 

LORD JOHN HOPE.—‘I am not sure that 
Mr. Peyton’s relation between cause and 
effect is entirely sound, and obviously I 
cannot make any remarks which might 
appear to be encouraging arson in the 
House.’ 


The Offices Billi 


THE GOVERNMENT have gracefully accepted 
the rejection of their advice on the Offices 
Bill, and when the committee stage began 
on February 24, MR. DENNIS VOSPER, 
Under-Secretary, Home Office, indicated 
that they would now do what they could 
to make the Bill a workable proposition. 
Against Government advice the Bill, 
which seeks to provide minimum 
standards of conditions of employment 
for office workers, was given a second 
reading on December 11 (‘ The Builder,” 
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December 25). A money resolution was 
subsequently tabled to authorise 
increased payments to local authorities to 
meet the cost of enforcing the Bill. 

Under the first clause, the Home Secre- 
tary may make regulations specifying 
standards as to structure, arrangement 
and operation to be applied in offices. 
After some amendments to bring the 
details of the clause more in line with 
comparable legislation, it has been 
accepted by the committee. 

In his remarks MR. VOSPER said they 
would endeavour to make the Bill work- 
able ‘ at least on a temporary basis,’ and 
tackled to clarify this, he said that the 
Bill differed so much from other Acts 
dealing with places of work that he 
thought it would be desirable, given 
time—and it would need time—to 
replace it with a longer measure on the 
lines of present Acts. A Bill on the lines 
of the full Gowers Report and the Fac- 
tories Act was something that only a 
Gevernment could undertake. However, 
it was now their desire to see that the 
Offices Bill became as effective as pos- 
sible. The Government intended to pro- 
duce regulations unless this Bill was over- 
taken by a more comprehensive and 
substantive measure. 


Architects and Engineers 
for New Hospitals 


MR. BOYDEN asked the Minister of 
Health on February 29 how many posts 
for architects, and for engineers, respec- 
tively, remained unfilled by regional 
hospital boards. 

MR. WALKER-SMITH.—' These establish- 
ments are not subject to specific control 
by my Department and consequently 
there is no routine collection of current 
figures. A special inquiry in 1958 showed 
that on April 1, 1958, there were 16 
vacancies for architects against a total 
establishment of 152 and 42 vacancies 
for engineers against a total establish- 
ment of 128. I regret that no more recent 
figures are available.’ 

MR. BOYDEN.—‘Is the Minister aware 
that there has been a great deterioration 
in the circumstances since then and that 
the hospital building programme requires 
many more architects and engineers? 
What does he propose to do to provide 
recruitment not only for the future but 
to make up the present existing deficien- 
cies?’ 

MR. WALKER-SMITH.— It may be that 
the figures have already deteriorated since 
1958, the latest year for which I have 
them available. I attach importance to 
this question in the context of the in- 
creased hospital building programme. The 
precise rates of remuneration will be de- 
termined by arbitration, but of course the 
management side offered .a substantial 
increase.’ 


More Hospital Building 


Projects 
REGIONAL HOSPITAL BOARDS, as briefly 
reported in our last issue, have been 


asked by the Minister of Health, mr. 
DEREK WALKER-SMITH, to bring to comple- 
tion the planning of a number of addi- 


tional major hospital projects. Announc- 
ing this in a written answer in the House 
of Commons on February 29, the 
Minister said the projects included work 
on a number of new hospitals. All these 
projects (writes our Parliamentary Cor- 
respondent) will be financed from the 
Minister's central pool of capital expendi- 
ture for meeting the cost of schemes of 
£250,000 and upwards, and the overall 
cost of all the schemes listed is likely to 
be around £20m. This latest list of major 
schemes brings the total of those 
announced since 1955, when the expan- 
sion of the hospital building programme 
began to take shape, to nearly 180. 
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The Minister indicated that the pro- 
jects included the first phase of a new 
teaching hospital in Liverpool, a new 
maternity hospital to replace the Birming- 
ham Maternity Hospital, which is due to 
be evacuated when the new inner ring 
road is started, and a new building for 
the Tavistock Clinic. The site of the new 
Birmingham hospital might be in the 
vicinity of Queen Elizabeth’s hospital 
but no decision has yet been taken. A 
site at Hampstead has been tentatively 
proposed to rehouse the Tavistock Clinic.

Other Business 


Coast Erosion at Beachy Head 


SIR CHARLES TAYLOR asked the Minister 
of Housing and Local Government on 
February 16, whether he was aware of 
the extent of coast erosion at Beachy 
Head and the Seven Sisters; what expert 
advice he had taken in the matter; and 
what steps he proposed to take to prevent 
further damage to these national places 
of beauty. 

MR. BROOKE wrote. This is a matter 
for the Eastbourne County Borough 
Council as coast protection authority. If 
they consider any action is necessary, 
they will no doubt submit proposals to 
me. 


Heating of Windsor Castle 


MR. WYATT asked the Minister of Works 
on February 16, whether he would en- 
sure, before allowing the Windsor Castle 
heating installations to be converted to 
oil, that every alternative heating method 
using coal or coke had been examined 
with the National Coal Board and the 
British Coke Industry Association. 


MR. HARMAR NICHOLLS, Parliamentary 
Secretary. The scheme for an adequate 
central heating installation at Windsor 
Castle was designed some years ago and 
an oil-fired installation was decided upon 
after careful consideration of all the cir- 
cumstances. It is now some months 
since this contract was let and the work 
is too advanced to consider changing the 
system. In the case of new schemes it 
is the current practice of my Department 
to consult the National Coal Board 
before deciding on the heating method.’ 


MR. WYATT asked why the Ministry of 
Works did not consult the Minister of 
Power before this arrangement was made. 
There were many modern coal and coke 
burning systems cheaper to use than oil 
and even though money may have been 
spent on this installation it was still pos- 
sible to convert it to coal or coke with- 
out increased expenditure. 


MR. NICHOLLS.—* We did compare like 
with like and the advisers at the Ministry 
of Works have detailed knowledge of the 
relative merits of all forms of heating. 
The structure of Windsor Castle, the 
availability of a storage place for coal 
and questions of amenity all show that 
an oil installation was the one that would 
be acceptable.’ 


Student Residential Accommodation 


MR. BOYDEN aSked the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer on February 17, what 
percentage of university building in the 
year ended July 31, 1959, was devoted to 
student accommodation, etc. 


SIR EDWARD BOYLE, Financial Secretary, 
wrote.— Of the major university build- 
ing work to be financed by grants from 
the Exchequer and started in the calendar 
year 1959, just under 29 per cent in terms 
of value is to be devoted to student resi- 
dential accommodation, student social 
and athletic activities and libraries 
mostly to student residential accommoda- 
tion and refectories.’ 


Reduction in Litter 


MR. SORENSEN aSked the Minister of 
Works on February 23 to what extent 
anti-litter legislation had had an effect in 
reducing the amount of litter deposited 
by the public in the parks and open 
spaces under his control. 


LORD JOHN HOPE.— Although no statis- 
tics are available I am glad to say that 
there has been a noticeable reduction in 
the amount of litter left on the ground.’ 


New Towns Policy 


MR. PARKER asked the Minister of 
Housing and Local Government on Feb- 
ruary 23 whether he had considered the 
near completion of many of the new 
towns in the Home Counties, and 
whether he would now take steps to 
establish further new towns to meet hous- 
ing needs in London and the Home 
Counties. 


MR. BROOKE wrote in reply.—*‘ There is 
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still room for many thousands more 
houses in several of the new towns round 
London; and meanwhile other towns are 
expanding under the Town Development 
Act. I should like to see still better pro- 
gress made with these town expansions. 
I have no proposals for starting further 
Government new towns for Greater Lon- 
don, but I understand that the London 
County Council may be putting forward 
a proposal to build a new town them- 
selves.’ 


Planning and the Betting Bill 


Somewhat surprisingly, the Standing 
Committee of the House of Commons 
considering the Betting and Gaming Bill 
found themselves debating a planning 
conundrum on February 23. The Bill 
proposes to legalise the establishment of 
betting offices and among the questions 
considered was whether these betting 
offices which will be set up all over the 
country will be ‘shops’ or ‘ offices’ 
within the meaning of the Town and 
Country Planning (Use Classes) Order, 
1950. 


MR. DAVID RENTON, Joint Under Secre- 
tary, Home Office, said that his present 
and provisional view was that he did not 
think that it would require an amendment 
of the Use Classes Order in order to 
establish that a betting office was a ‘ shop’ 
and not an ‘office.’ ‘If clarification is 
needed,’ he said, ‘ the right way to give 
it is to amend the Use Classes Order and 
not to legislate in the Bill.’ 


Ingredients of Paint 


MR. FRANK ALLAUN asked the Minister 
of Labour on February 24, if following an 
industrial accident, details of which had 
been sent to him, he would take adminis- 
trative action under the Factories Acts 
to ensure that cans containing paint 
indicated the ingredients, so as to avoid 
injury to the eyes or other parts of the 
body and to assist those giving medical 
treatment. 


MR. EDWARD HEATH.-—'I am making 
inquiries about the case sent to me by 
Mr. Allaun last week and I will write to 
him when I have given further considera- 
tion to his suggestion.’ He added that he 
was aware of representations made by the 
National Society of Painters and 
Decorators. 


Rebuilding Wellington Barracks 


The EARL OF ONSLOW, Captain, Yeoman 
of the Guard, announced in the House 
of Lords on February 24 that it was pro- 
posed to rebuild Wellington Barracks 
after those in Chelsea and Hyde Park. 
When LORD CONESFORD asked if the fine 
facade of the barracks as seen from the 
park would be preserved, the EARL OF 
ONSLOW said the Secretary of State for 
War had that much in mind and in such 
matters he consulted the planning 
authorities and the Royal Fine Art Com- 
mission. No decision had yet been made 
because the rebuilding of Wellington 
Barracks could not be started for 
another four or five years. The Govern- 
ment recognised the importance of the 
appearance of these barracks in Birdca 
Walk. ,

4. Water Cooling 


We have news of another COOLING 
TOWER (see issue of Feb. 19) which, for 
its capacity, is very light in weight. This 
has been achieved by a new type of fill, 
of Swedish invention, made from alter- 
nate flat and corrugated sheets of a 
plastics-impregnated cellulose material. 
This is made up into rigid units which 
require only a very light supporting struc- 
ture at the base so that all the internal 
area of the tower can be occupied by the 
fill without need for bracings. The fill 
contains a large number of channels in 
every square foot, so presenting an exten- 
sive cooling surface for the water to flow 
over, and the permeability of the material 
is such that the water adheres to the 
walls of the channels allowing a free 
passage for the upward air currents. 

The tower itself is circular in shape 
and contains a top-mounted fan which 
draws the surrounding air up through it 
from the bottom. Water enters at the top 
and is distributed across the surface of 
the fill by a centrally-mounted rotating 
header pipe, containing a number of per- 
forations along its length through which 
the water streams. These towers are being 
made in 12 graduated sizes the largest of 
which has a diameter of 20 ft., a height

Technical Publications 


The annual catalogue of THE MARLEY 
TILE CO., LTD., of Sevenoaks, Kent, is an 
extremely well illustrated and compre- 
hensive guide to their products. In an 
interesting foreword, mention is made of 
some tests carried out by the company 
to find the minimum pitch advisable for 
tiled roofs. Although their conclusions 
have not reached finality, findings so far 
indicate that slight rain penetration can 
occur, under certain conditions, at a pitch 
of 50 degrees but that there is little harm- 
ful penetration until tiles are at an angle 
of 15 to 20 degrees. At this point there is 
a complete failure to exclude rain. Why 
then is 30 degrees stipulated as a mini- 
mum for safety? One reason is the 
danger from fierce gusts of wind, to 
which a low pitched roof is more vulner- 
able. Another reason is that many tiles, 
because of absorption, are susceptible to 
frost and lamination, although concrete 
tiles, so it is claimed, are not affected to 
such a degree. Therefore for pitches 
below 30 degrees additional safeguards 
are recommended which will depend on 
such things as the exposure of the site, 
the height of building and the degree of 
protection afforded by adjacent buildings. 





Constructional Work 
Statistics Show New Record 


CONTRACTORS IN GREAT BRITAIN carried 
out constructional work to the value of 
£509m. during the 4th quarter of last 
year, according to provisional figures 
compiled by the Ministry of Works. 
Although this figure is only £2m. more 
than the figure for the 3rd quarter it is 
nevertheless a record. The value of work 
done during the year as a whole is pro- 
visionally estimated at £1,976m. 


From the beginning of 1959 the con- 
struction industries have been classified 
according to the 1958 edition of the Stan- 
dard Industrial Classification, and these 
figures now include the work of con- 
structional engineering firms whose main 
activity is erection (and not fabrication). 
After allowing for this change and for 
changes in prices, it is estimated that out- 
put in 1959 was about 6 per cent higher 
than in 1958. The annual increase in 
output from the industry has only 
exceeded this once since the end of the 
war—between 1952 and 1953 when an 
increase of 7 per cent was achieved. 

In the fourth quarter there were few 
significant changes in the output of dif- 
ferent types of work compared with the 
3rd quarter. The most significant feature 
was the continued increase in the 
amount of private housing which rose to 
£88m., an increase of 5 per cent. Employ- 
ment in January, 1960, was 20,000 more 
than a year earlier. ~ Allowing for 
seasonal fluctuations, the employment 
situation improved throughout last year. 

Prices of building materials remained 
relatively stable during the last quarter 
and the cost of new construction work 
was unchanged compared with the 3rd 
quarter of the year. 

The index number of the volume of 
production for the 4th quarter is 115 
compared with 113 in the previous 
quarter. Seasonally corrected there was 


no change and after increasing in the 
earlier quarters of the year production 
levelled off. The weather in the last 
quarter was seasonally normal and this 
could hardly be said of the middle of the 
year.

Private Enterprise Housing 

MR. C. JOHN DUNHAM, president of the 
Co-operative Permanent Building Society, 
presiding at the Society’s annual meeting 
in London on March 5, said that the 
prices of newly built houses had risen 
by some 6 per cent in 1959. ‘This we 
attribute in the main to the cost of land,’ 
he said. ‘The scarcity of land is also 
leading to intensive redevelopment on the 
sites of older houses in the inner suburbs. 
It is in this direction that a good deal of 
future development in our large cities will 
trend over the next decade, but this kind 
of development is being done piecemeal 
and not always in the most satisfactory 
way from a planning point of view.

It 
is in these inner areas too, that there may 
well be scope in the coming years for 
building to let by private developers. This 
is a field of finance which the building 
societies should be prepared to support.’ 
The Preservation of Timber 

A NEW TDA Test Record (C/TR/3), 
‘Methods of Preserving, Staining and 
Finishing Scots Pine for use as External 
Timber Cladding’ by A. C. Oliver, MSc, 
has been issued by the Timber Develop- 
ment Association. The problem investi- 
gated was that timber, specified for 
exterior panels, should be treated with 
a wood preservative and that the final 
colour should be a rich red brown. Fire 
retardant treatment was also considered 
desirable but varnishing was not to be 
adopted unless essential. The publica- 
tion describes the results of the investiga- 
tion.

AUSTRALIA.—The office of the High

tions. No changes have been made to 
the Customs duty applicable to any 
article as a result of the recent import 
licensing variations. 


AFGHANISTAN.—A model town will be 
built at Kushk, in Herat Province. Plans 
include hotels, a market place, public 
parks and residential areas. 


CANADA.—The Gypsum Alabastine and 
Lime Co. is to construct a $4m. plant at 
Caledonia, Ontario. . . . A $2.5m. plant 
is to be constructed at Ottawa for the 
Cookesville-Laprairie Brick Co. .. . John 
Laing and Son (Canada), Ltd., have been 
awarded the contract for 3.22 miles of 
Trans-Canada Highway, Vancouver to 
Fraser River section at a cost of 
$2,098,389. . . . Rocky Mountain House, 
Alberta, is the site chosen for a $50m. 
pulp and paper mill for Alberta Paper 
Mills, Ltd. Tenders to be called immedi- 
ately. . . . Construction of Toronto’s new 
harbour is to cost an estimated $60m. 

Dominion Stores Limited are to 
spend $7m. on new construction in the 
province of Alberta. 
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DOMINICAN REPUBLIC.-—A new firm has 
been set up for the manufacture of build- 
ing materials from sugar cane bagasse. 
The company is to be called Industrial 
Dominico-Suiza C. por A. and work is 
to be started immediately on a factory 
adjacent to the largest sugar mill in the 
Republic at Haina. The cost of the 
factory and machinery will amount to 
$2,262,000. Machinery will be provided 
by the Swiss Metallurgical Corporation 
which will be associated with the new 
company. 

DOMINICAN REPUBLIC.-Two new hospi- 
tals have been commenced. The largest, 
a children’s hospital at Santiago, will cost 
$lm. It will consist of three intercom- 
municating wings, each of three floors, 
connected by passenger and service lifts. 
The building will be fully air-conditioned. 
The contractors are Mera, Munoz and 
Fondeur. . . . A smaller general hospital 
is to be built at Puerto Plata at a cost of 
$333,000. The contractors are the Cabral 
Construction Company. 


ETHIOPIA.—Plans are being prepared 
for a small hydro-electric station on the 
Blue Nile south of Bahar Dar to provide 
power for the cotton factory at Dire 
Dawa. A small hydro-electric station may 
also be built near Jimma. . Other 
industrial developments which have been 
discussed during the year include an oil 
refinery at Massawa or Assab, a caustic 
soda factory at Assab (the Russians are 
known to be interested in these) a 
cement factory at Massawa or near Addis 
Ababa and a paper factory also in the 
region of the capital. 


ITALY.—The second instalment of 
about £1,000,000 has been allocated by 
the Ministry of Public Works to the 
enlarging of the industrial area at Porto 
Marghera, Venice. Further details are 
now available concerning the new steel- 
works centre at Taranto; when com- 
pleted it will cover an area of 5m. sq. m. 
The whole of this area will be taken 
up with expropriations and _ technical 
preparations. The construction will take 
two years. The cost will be in the region 
of £100m. 


KENYA.—Two new housing schemes and 
a £4m. redevelopment project to rid 
Nairobi of one of its worst slum areas are 
being planned by the City Council's 
Social Services and Housing Department. 
The council is setting aside an area for 
249 plots for owner-built houses. The 
redevelopment scheme will consist of 
about 340 permanent houses. 

LipYA.—Plans for the addition of a 
small cold store to the new chilling plant 
and abattoir in Benghazi are under dis- 
cussion. It is expected that tenders for 
the constructional work will be invited by 
the Federal Government in 1960. 
Approximately £120,000 has been allo- 
cated for the project. 

MALAYA.—-The Dunlop company is to 
build a (Malayan) $25m. tyre plant at 
Petaling Jaya, Federation of Malaya... . 
Glaxo Laboratories (Malaya), Ltd., have 
opened a factory in Petaling Jaya. It is 
the first of the 50 factories due to be 
provided this year at Malaya’s new town 
by a wide variety of companies. . . . Mr. 
B. M. Iversen, of Ipoh and Penang, is 
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architect for new studios and offices of 
Radio Malaya in Penang. .. . Work on a 
(Malayan) $850,000 building for the 
Language and Literature Agency would 
start in August in Kuala Lumpur, said 
Syed Nasir bin Ismail, director of the 
agency. An architect would be selected 
soon. Malayan Nozawa Asbestos 
Cement Co., Ltd., is to build a (Malayan) 
$lm. asbestos factory at Petaling Jaya 
with joint Malayan and Japanese capital. 

. Malayan Breweries are to build a 
(Malayan) $34m. brewery in Kuala 
Lumpur. A site has been selected in 
Sungei Besi-road. . . . Tenders have been 
invited for the construction of a factory 
at Petaling Jaya for Lion Dentifrice 
(Malaya), Ltd. The architect is Mr. T. C. 
Wong, of Kuala Lumpur. 


NEW ZEALAND. — In a five-year pro- 
gramme the New Zealand Government 
will build 300 houses for post-primary 
teachers at schools on the Country Service 
List. The first 60 will be built during the 
coming financial year. 


SOUTHERN RHODESIA.—A £300,000 con- 
tract for the erection of a multi-storey 
building for the Ottoman Bank in Salis- 
bury has been awarded to John Laing and 
Son (Rhodesia), Ltd. The building is 
expected to be completed in February, 
1961, and a feature of the construction is 
that all the office floors are to have 
mosaic parquet wood block flooring. 


SOUTHERN RHODESIA.—The Schlesinger 
Organisation is to erect a building in 
Salisbury, costing between £4m. and £3m. 
for the African Life Assurance Society. 
The organisation is also planning new 
African Life buildings in Lusaka and 
Ndola. In Ndola land has been purchased 
and a building is being planned at a total 
cost of about £85,000. In Lusaka, a 
£90,000 project is being negotiated. 

TANGANYIKA.—A giant irrigation and 
power project for Tanganyika, estimated 
to cost between £80m. and £100m., is to 
be undertaken in the not too distant 
future. This ‘second Kariba’ is one of 
15 dam sites chosen by engineers and 
hydrologists. The main dam would be at 
a point called Stiegler’s Gorge, where the 
Rufiji passes between 400-ft. cliffs about 
120 miles from the sea. 

THAILAND.—The Board of Investment 
has approved the offer by the Philips 
Company of Thailand to establish an elec- 
tric bulb factory there. It has also 
approved in principle a similar proposal 
by the Osram Company of Germany. The 
prospects for the Kra Canal, which would 
link the Gulf of Siam direct with the 
Indian Ocean cutting across the Isthmus 
of Kra, have again been under discussion. 
The Prime Minister of Thailand has 
reported that a Japanese company (pre- 
sumably the Toyo Menka Kaisha) had 
offered to conduct a preliminary survey 
free of charge and without obligation. 

UNITED ARAB REPUBLIC.—A contract for 
the construction of Tartous new harbour 
has been awarded to Pomorsko Grad- 
jevno Produzece of Split, Yugoslavia. The 
project is to be completed in five years 
during which time 50 per cent of the cost 
will be paid. The Yugoslav firm built 
the Port of Lattakia and was awarded 
the contract without public tender. 


Richard Neutra to Work in SA 


Richard Neutra, the eminent American 
architect and a critic of Johannesburg's 
residential architecture as ‘lethargic’ 
intends designing in South Africa. He 
was admitted as a member of the Institute 
of South African Architects last month, 
and will probably work in association 
with a Johannesburg firm.

THE NUMBER of new houses completed in 
Scotland in January was 2,415, an in- 
crease of 251 compared with the same 
month last year.
